,,t his declamatory unbelief a foundation re-

Voltaire sneered before h im :

They w ere 
Inml. logical, analytical and sterile, 
lie cov- 
,mn tha hardness and sterility with flowers of 
rhetoric. He adds to borrowed reason an 
artificial sentimentalism. Beauty and b ru ­ 
tality <r<' hand in hand withhim. His infidelity 
h ¡i Lilith who lures to spiritual ruin. 


Men with strong brains do not follow him , 
ami therefore he is most dangerous. 
H e is

A nd 
yet this man has done more to injure C hristi­ 
anity than any one who has ever w ritten or 
spoken against it.

him-elf, he has been singularly influential in 
bruising or destroying it wholly in others. 
There have been many answers to him, but 
the majority of them have been utter failures 
in etfect. So far he has held his own against 
the Christian world.

Tliese pillars would be pillars of sand but 
lor the stubbornness and stupidity of the men 
who have attempted to reply to him. As long 
m ’i* it i* maintained that the Bible, from G en­ 
esis to Revelations, is the inspired word of 
(iod, that those who wrote its various books 
■»ore the inspired amanuenses of the A 1- 
miiility, and that, in all the centuries from its 
tiM delivery to the present time, there have 
been neither changes nor opportunities fo r 
clianges, the anti-orthodox will have an ad ­ 
vantage which will strike every reasoning 
mind. The moment the theory of inspiration 
i< abandoned, and the historical portions of 
the Bible are regarded as history, subject to 
the errors of fact and opinion which be­ 
lling to history, and to the alterations of time,, 
Christianity will be 011 a foundation from 
which it cannot be shaken. 
The essence 
if the deliverance is in a sentence from 
Matthew Arnold: 
“He (the historian) m ay 
-five us, in the very same work, current e r­ 
rors, and also fruitful and profound ne\v 
truth, the error's future corrective.” 
W hy 
■Imuld ministers of the gospel cling to this 
theory of inspiration? 
It is not m aintained 
in the Bible itself. 
Indeed, the Bible is itself 
a contradiction of it. The Old Testament is a 
history of the creation of the world, of w ars 
ami conquests, of Jewish victoiy and Jew ish 
defeat. Is it necessary to maintain that this 
.narration of facts is inspired? The New T es­ 
tament is a record of the birth, life and 
death of Christ, with a subsequent detail of 
_ the growth ot His doctrine. 
Is it necessary 


I 
to maintain that these historical books, col- 
nred by the minds and varying with the m em ­ 
ories of the apostles, are inspired? By no 
means. What Christ himself said is thrilled 
with inspiration. 
What the men who read 
His utterances by a dim light, the men who 
disputed as to who should sit upon the right 
and who upon His left hand in the kingdom 
of heaven, the men who slept while he cried 
aloud in his agony in the sombre shawdows 
and sentient silence of Gethseniane, the m en 
who deserted Him at the cross, and left him 
to breathe out the God-life upon an atm os­ 
phere tainted with jeers—what they w rote 
with imperfect understandings need not be 
ealled inspired, for all reason is opposed to 
it. it is of profound interest, but no more. 


If what men have given as God's utter- 
;uice.i are true, then the old charge, w hich 
hits traveled down the years and lodged in 
Ingersoli’s mouth that God teaches polygamy 
■mil murder, is true. 
If reason is consulted 
and these passages in the Old Testament are 
accepted as the utterances of men only, the 
' harge falls instantly to the ground, and 
1 hristianity is in a position to tight back. T he 
answer to the theory of inspiration may be 
lound in the life of Christ. 
He was born in 
Nazareth, 
on 
the 
shores 
of 
Galilee. 
He 
was 
raised 
iu 
a 
village, 
under 
;he teachings of rabbis, whose lessons in cus­ 
toms and religion were drawn from the rec­ 
ords of the nation as found in the Old Testa- 
iwiit. Yet his entire ministry was a protest 
against the formalism, the ceremonials, the 
'a>te distinctions, the hypocrisy, the false 
"C'trine which were so constantly taught. 
Jis life and teachings were utterly antagonis- 
jH'to the interpretations of the Scribes and 
j harisees, who taught the very doctrines in 
the old Testament which to-day furnish 
higersoll, and those of his kind, such a rich 
"ource for argumentative guffaws and 'noisy 
enunciation. Christ saw the defects long 
bet ore they did, and the realizat ion of it w as 
«pressed in thai terrible outburst, beginning: 
'\oe unto you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
' ■¡te.s, for ye pay tithe of mint, anise and eu- 
m|n, and have omitted the weightier m atters 
ot the law—justice, mercy and fidelity. 
Blind 
glides that you are, straining at gnats and 
wallowing camels!” 
The doctrine of the 
divinity oi Christ and the doctrine of the in­ 
anition of the Bible are by 110 means identi- 
II is not necessary to believe one to be- 
“tve the other. Indeed, the latter belief is 
»iuo>t sufficient to destroy the former. W hat 
ile did not teach, it is not necessary for H is 
Mowers to teach. 


»* lien this is conceded there will be an end 
text-mongering by loud debaters. 
T he 
niuek-hunters will cease to pick over contra­

M r. Ingersoll's second great position is that 
C hristianity teaches murder and polygamy 
a n d _ destroys the family relation». 
It does 
nothing of the kind. If it did, murder and 
polygam y would be as common in America 
to-day as daylight, for Christianity is stronger 
here than ever it was in Judea. 
The Christi­ 
an ity which is taught in the New Testament 
is th e Christianity which was preached by 
C hrist against the doctrines of the Scribes 
an d Pharisees which are recorded in part in 
th e Old Testament. 
It is Levitical purity 
w ith o u t Levitical hair-spliting. It is Essene 
sim plicity without Essene asceticism. 
It is 
broad, and free, nnd tender, 
it as spiritual 
cleanliness thrilled with the pulse-beats of 
divinity. 
The utterances of fanatics can­ 
n ot sully it. The blood-stains of conquest 
can n o t soil it. It is a grand spiritual poem 
in stead of a doubtful chronology. 
W hat is 
outside is fragmentary, and it needs 110 addK 
tions. 
It is a harmonious whole in itself. 


I t is easy for Mr. Ingersoll to take a passage 
from the Old Testament ordering the sack of 
a city, and then dwell pathetically upon the 
p ictu re of a babe being torn from “the thrilled 
and happy arms of a mother.” 
This has 
been done often enough, though not in such 
happy phrases as he employs. 
But there is 
no argum ent in"the position. 
If Christianity 
tau g h t this once, it would teach it now, and a 
record of what was done more than a score of 
centuries ago is 110 criticism of the present. 
A ll the beauty and pathos of the home circle 
cen ter in Christianity to-day. 
What is more 
exquisite and tender than a child kneeling 
a t the feet of a lovely mother and lisp­ 
ing 
with 
sleep-clogged 
tongue 
the 
sim ple 
prayer 
which 
has 
been taught 
it? 
Mother-love and religion are so enwrap 
]>ed as to be almost identical. The child 
grow s in years, and the wrinkles gather upon 
th e loving face that had beamed above him. 
lie goes out into the world, where there are 
am bitions and hopes and disappointments and 
realizations, unrest and strife—the world in 
w hich he is unjust, and injustice conies to 
him in turn—the world in which childhood 
becom es a tender reminiscence, as vague as 
tb e perfum e of a garden in the silence of a 
su m m er night, and the present grows hard 
an d metallic. 
And yet, though the years 
c arry him 011 and away, down devious anil 
n arro w paths, flier blessing of the old tender 
tim e is ever with him. The head which bent 
over him then has grown gray; the voice has 
grow n tremulous anil tired; the leet step 
w earily and cautiously down the shadowy 
d eclivity, yet the undying love still sends its 
m essage for him to the heart of the undying 
love, which, in the form of a Galilean peas­ 
a n t, w alked the straggling streets of Nazar­ 
eth nineteen centuries ago. 
This is not born 
o f a. doctrine of rapine, Mr. Ingersoll. 
It 
m ay be a superstition, but it is a beautiful 
one. 
It may be the scoff of intellectual 
hardness, but it is tender, nevertheless. 
It 
m ay be a doctrine of folly and falsehood, 
b u t it is folly begotten of love, and a false­ 
hood which is a beautiful idyll. 
Men may 
sn e e r a t it, but when the sneer comes one 
can not help thinking of the wild, haunting, 
lies ¡»airing cry which came from Alfred de 
M usset on his death-bed : 
“Poisoned from 
y o u th with the writings of the encylcopre- 
d ists, I early imbibed the sterile milk of im­ 
p iety . 
Human 
pride, that god 
of in­ 
sa n ity and impiety, closed my mouth to 
p rayer. 
How miserable are those men who 
have railed at that which can save a human 
s o u l! 
1 was bom in a corrupt age, I have 
m u ch to expiate. 
Pardon, O Christ, those 
w ho blasphem e!’’

B ecause there are bad artists, one can not 
condem n art. Because there bad poets, one 
can no t condemn poetry. 
Because there are 
b ad Christians, one can not condemn Chris­ 
tian ity . 
There are dividing lines between the 
false and the seeming, and only the reason 
w h ich Mr. Ingersoll boasts as the basis of his 
d o ctrin e is necessary to throw the distinction 
u n d e r the light of a calcium. He holds reali­ 
ty responsible for the pretense. 
lie talks of 
genuineness when lie means hypocrisy. 
It is 
tru e th a t men enter the church as a means of 
in dividual advancement. It is true that the 
ch u rch is sometimes cowardly enough to ac­ 
c e p t th e ©ne-tenth as a tithe of that which 
w as n o t honestly earned. It is true that pre­ 
ten tio u s piety can hold its own at times 
ag ain st th e purity which should overthrow it. 
I t is tru e that the mantle of the just has cov­ 
ered injustice, and that falsehood has been a 
noisy partner of truth. 
Yet all these do not 
allo y the pure metal. 


T h ey may deceive, but they do not change 
th e order and uiake untruth truth. Those 
w ho attem pt it are the victims. 
Those who 
suffer it are worse if they are willing knaves; 
th ey are to be pitied if they are pious dupes. 
T h e sham s which Mr. Ingersoll talks of in 
churches, the wars which he talks of in the 
h isto ry of the churches, have nothing to do 
w ith religion. A church is merely the ex­ 
pression of truth. If it is incomplete the 
tru th is not hurt. It is not the less the truth. 
I t is still the expression that is awkward. 
B ecause Raphael is copied by a fool is he the 
less R aphael ? Because God is travestied by 
m an is he the less God ? 


T h e argument will not do. 
One must deal 
w ith realities. He must take things as they 
are, and 
not as 
they 
are 
represented 
to 
be. 
There 
has 
been 
bigotry 
in 
th e 
church. 
But 
there 
has 
been 
no n e iu the religion. There has been perse­ 
c u tio n in the church. 
But there has been 
no n e in religion. 
Persecution is bigotry 
arm e d and in action, and bigotry is the bas­ 
ta rd of unbelief, but that which is beyond it 
— th e great living truth—cannot be held re­ 
sponsible. 
It has not the bar sinister. They 
are separate, and should be so held. The 
sco rn fu l analysis of the scriptures which free 
th o u g h t is fond of making cannot be ap­ 
p lied in one case and ignored in another. 
To 
su stain a system of unbelief there must be a 
h arm ony of method. Justice cannot charge 
religion with the wrong-doings of its pretend­ 
ed votaries. 
It must concede that in their 
w rong-doing they are doing that which is ex­ 
p re ssly forbidden, and, therefore, no matter 
w h a t th eir protestations may be, they are as 
m u ch tb e opponents of religion as those who 
o p en ly avow infidelity. Indeed, they arc 
w orse than the latter, for their hypocrisy 
m ak es them sneak-thieves, stealing a name to 
w h ich they have no right. 


I t is not fair to talk of St. Bartholomew’s 
d a y in the discussion. 'I t is not fair to take 
th e exaggerated traditions of the Inquisition. 
I t is n o t fair to note the record of blood in the 
m id d le ages. 
It is not fair to cite martyr­ 
d om s and imprisonments. 
As arguments 
against the cruelty and short-sightedness of 


refuge for tainted reputations. 
Yet the 
higher teaching is not changeable with the 
effects of the lower teaching. 
That which 
has been done by men in its name cannot 
be laid at its threshhold. 
The quarrels of 
creeds, the fanaticism of forms, the assertive­ 
ness of sects, are all supplem entary. 
They 
are finite additions to the infinite. 


Mr. Ingersoll says th at Christ was a great 
man, a manly man, a lover of freedom, but 110 
more. 
That He was enthusiastic, but not in­ 
spired. 
That He was universal, but not di­ 
vine. 
The position admits of little argu­ 
ment. 
It is above the cackle of the present 
and the turmoil of p<Jtty reasonings. 
The di­ 
vinity of Christ m ust rest upon belief. 
It is 
not a subject to be made the football of pros 
and cons. 
The grand simplicity of the life 
He led, the pastoral beauty of His wander­ 
ings and teachings along the highways and 
through the byways of Galilee, the splendid 
courage with which H e taught the truth that 
was to be the light of the world, in the face 
of the death which was sure to come, the 
marvelous quality of Ilis words which gave 
them a universality' which will reach to the 
end of time, the sw eet manliness, the exquis­ 
ite justice, the broad generosity which m ark­ 
ed His every step—all these may belong to 
earth and to man, but they have never been 
repeated in any life which has lived since, 
nor were they known in any life which bail 
been lived before Him. 
He preserved the 
harmony to the last, against temporal and 
church power, and at the end He was the 
joint sacrifice of both. 
Only in His utter­ 
ances in the last hours is there found any­ 
thing for the quibblers to pick over, and these 
are His words in the garden. 
And what is 
there in them? W hen the stern, starless dark­ 
ness hung over the olives of Gethseniane and 
the disciples who could “not watch one hour” 
were asleep, when the winds shuddered eer­ 
ily through the shrinking leaves, when the 
spirit of dread stood like a sentinel between 
the time that had gone and the morrow that 
was to be an end yet a beginning, when 
the God-life that had been

grace and love and light was wandering 
down the valley of the shadow 
to

deeper blackness 
of

tragedy, 
is 
it 
strange that the great sad-eyed Soul of H u­ 
manity who w as both man and God should 
have suffered like the one and endured like 
the other. 
It is the accepted theory ot free 
thought that it was the fear of death, born in 
Him, which thrilled through the pathos of 
that wild cry: “Father, it it be possible, let 
this cup pass from m e !’’

words?'’ 
Does not the latter prayer which 
came from His w hitening lips, when, with 
unutterable love, lie looked from his dimmed 
and dying eyes upon H is murderers, and, a 
Mediator in the death which was his life, 
cried out: “Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do!’’ support a newer 
theory.

A Lucky Stock Speculation Relieves a New 
York Church of its Debt.

One of the most extraordinary and longest 
continued church litigations on record iu 
America has just been amicably concluded. 
Nineteen years ago the congregations of the 
.Madison Avenue and Oliver Street Baptist 
churches were united and a leading feature 
of the union was that the property of the 
Madison A/enne church should be conveyed 
to the trustees of the other congregation. 
In 
November. 18(51, much dissatisfaction arose 
over what the Madison Avenue people claim­ 
ed was a breach of the understanding and in 
July, lS(i3, they brought suit to regain their 
property. 


The case did not reach the court of appeals 
till IS70, and was decided in favor of the 
Madison Avenue congregation. The other ap­ 
pealed and in 187)5 the decision was reverse I. 
Kaeh side had, up to that time, spent ■SiOJiOO 
in legal expenses, and the .Madison Avenue 
trustees found themselves, in addition, in­ 
debted to the other church for ST<>,000. 
The 
settlement was made yesterday for s(57,0(K). 
The Madison Avenue society will continue its 
work under the liev. l)r. Bridgman at the for­ 
mer edifice. The other society under the 
liev. I)r. Klder is to build a new church edi-

It is as 
easy to say that m aterialism is a superstition 
as it is to say that Christianity- is a super­ 
stition, and one is ju st as forceful as the 
other. 
On one side there is assertion; on the 
other there is denial; 011 neither is there tan­ 
gible testimony. 
The evidence is all intu­ 
itive 
and 
eludes 
language. 
The 
Christianity which 
Mr. Ingersoll says is 
a superstition i.s the policeman of public 
morals at the least. 
If it be nothing more 
than this it has that in it which should call 
for respect. 
Its civil influence alone is pow­ 
erful enough to m ake its growth desirable. 


If he should succeed in destroying Chris­ 
tianity, what then? A fter he has taken rev­ 
erence froffi the heart of woman, after si­ 
lence has succeeded prayer 011 the lips of 
childhood, after hope has flown from the 
tired brain of age, after the crueifid has been 
snatched from the rapt eyes of the dying, 
what will he substitute?

The Market for Titles and Their Cost. 


A German publicist has put himself to the 
pains of collecting a mass of information up­ 
on ( ne of the most curious manifestations of 
human folly and vanity. 
He has entered 
into communication with 
the advertising 
agents, authorized and unauthorized—prob­ 
ably for tlie most part unauthorized—who 
undertake to gratify their greed for titles, or­ 
ders and diplomas which is so largely devel­ 
oped on the continent, and is not wholly un­ 
known in England. 
Advertisements are 
often to be seen in foreign newspapers of­ 
fering to provide duly qualified persons with 
aristocratic or literary titles. 
One of the 
most successful traders in this peculiar line, 
it' we can take the frequency of his advertise­ 
ments as a proof, has his otlice in London, 
though we should judge from his name that 
he is not an Englishman. 
This gentleman, 
like most of those in his profession, from 
time to time issues a “price current” of 
titles, diplomas and orders; and we have had 
the advantage of studying one of his later 
issues. According to Ins own representa­ 
tion, he must have found some means of ac­ 
quiring the confidence of a number of sov­ 
ereign princes and of several princelings who 
seem to have the right to conler social prece­ 
dences and dignities upon whomsoever they 
wiLI; and who a No pretend to an inherent ca­ 
pacity of founding knightly orders, convert- 
iny petty schools into universities, and turn­ 
ing any plain “Mister,” “Herr or “Monsieur” 
into Baron or Count. 


The more elvated titles of "Prince” and 
“Duke” are unhappily not within their com­ 
pass, as tlipse are only conferred by tlie 
rulers of great states, such as Germany, Aus­ 
tria. Russia and Italy; and as the sovereigns 
and exchequers of these states are not under 
any pressing need of small sums of money, 
they do 110 business with the advertising traf­ 
ficker in titles. It may be supposed that the 
agent above alluded to is a faithful adherent 
of the Vatican, as he places at the head of 
his list, “Papal Orders and Titles.” Arch­ 
bishoprics and bishoprics, we need" hardly 
say, are omitted. The dignities offered to the ■ 
purchaser aie in all cases secular, and pro- \ 
ceed from the Pope, not as bishop of Rome, | 
but as secular ruler of the former states of 
the church. The papal order of St. Sylves­ 
ter (the golden spur) is offered to ambitious 
Germans for two thousand five hundred 
marks,or one hundred and twenty-live pounds 
sterling. Tlie Order of the Holy Sepulchre 
is cheaper, and may be, obtained for five hun­ 
dred marks less. 
The degree of a “papal 
count," on the other hand, is very much 
dearer; it is not to he had for less than twen­ 
ty thousand marks, or one thousand pounds, 
and the candidate must be able, to p r o d u c e 
the necessary qualifications. 
What these 
qualifications are is not stated: but they may 
doubtless be known upon payment of an ad­ 
ditional fee. 


The Spanish orders appear to be compara­ 
tively cheap, and we presume that the reason 
; is to be found in the general feeling of un- 
i certainty as to the duration of the rival Span­ 
ish dynasties. The agent has three sorts at 
his disposal; and the qualified purchaser may 
become either a Knight of the Order of Isa­

WHERE TIIE JEANXETTE WAS LOST. 


W a sh in g to n, D ecem ber 21.— George Ken 
nan, of this city, w ho som e years ago travelled 
a thousand m iles or m ore up the river Lena, 
at the m outh of w hich L ieutenant DeLong 
and survivors of th e ere /v of the Arctic 
steam er Je a n n e tte recen tly landed, 
says: 
W here the Je a n n e tte w as lost is loO miles 
northeast of th e islan d N ew Siberia, o00 miles 
from the n earest p a rt of th e Siberian m ain­ 
land and a little m ore than 500 miles from 
the m outh of the L en a. 
Probably L ieutenant 
DeLong, after aban d o n in g his ship, made for 
the nearest point on th e Siberian coast, pass­ 
ing to the eastw ard an d southw ard of New 
Siberia, and strik in g th e m ainland between 
the mouth of In d ig irk a and the m outh of the 
Lena. 
If he reached th e coast early enough 
in 
sum m er 
he 
o u g h t 
to 
have found 
Russian and n ativ e fishing stations at the 
m outh of tha Y ana, 
In digirka and other 
sm aller stream s, w hich fall into the Arctic 
ocean in th at vicinity, and thus have obtained 
succor m uch n e arer th a n the Lena. 
It, is 
possible, how ever, that he did not reach ¿he 
m ainland until a fte r th e fishing stations had 
all been abandoned an d the fishermen had 
retreated up thf: rivers to th eir w inter villages 
which as a rule are situ ated som e distance in­ 
land. 
A t the i nouth of the Lena there is, I 
believe, a p erm an en t settlem ent, and this 
seems to have been th e appointed rendezvous 
for all the boats. 


HOPE KOI: TIIE THIRD BOAT. 


If the third, boat failed to reach the rendez­ 
vous agreed n pon th e conclusion by no means 
follows that :it is lost. 
T he crew may have 
found an inhabited statio n nearer than the 
m outh of th j Lena, or been picked up by a 
Russian or i; ative fishing boat am i carried, or 
guided to som e o th er place of safety.

There are n o w five m em bers of the cabinet 
over sixty, K irk w o o d , Frelinghuysen, Brew­ 
ster,Folger a n d H o w e , a n d the average ag« will 
be about six ty . 
T h e average age of the 
French m in istry is n o w 51, while Gambetta 
the prem ier is o n ly 43. 
T h e average age of 
the French c a b in e t u se d to be sixty-five, but 
of late y ears it h a s b een about sixty until the 
recent change. 
I n E n g la n d the average age 
is m uch g re a te r. 
G ladstone is seventy-two 
years old a n d th e y o u n g est member of the 
cabinet-is fo rty -fiv e. 
The average will be 
over sixty. 
U s u a l l y a n d rightly age and ex­ 
perience a re c o n sid e re d essential in the choice 
of cabinet a d v iso rs. 
The rise of the younger 
Pitt, who was prime minister of England at 
re, was an anomaly.

ARCTIC EXPLORATIONS. 


T he rescue of a p art of th e crew of the 
Jeannette revives the in terest in the explora­ 
tions of the polar seas. 
A lread y considerable 
anxiety had been expressed fo r this vessel 
which left the Pacific coast in th e sum m er of 
15'i9 and had not been seen or h eard from since 
September of th at year. 
L a st w eek there 
was a m eeting of Royal G eographical society 
at which it was determ ined to seek aid from 
the governm ent to rescue th e daring explor­ 
ers. 
T here has also been g re a t interest in 
France and the Scandinavian p en in su la in the 
fate of the crew. 
H ap p ily th e suspense is 
almost at an end and it is to be hoped th at all 
of the crew will be rescued. 


The place of their rescue show s th at the 
theory of the H erald w as rig h t as to the direc­ 
tion in which the Je a n n e tte had. gone. 
A d­ 
miral Collinson, who is th e h ig h est living au­ 
thority on navigation in th e seas northeast oi 
Behring strait, thought th a t she had gone in 
an easterly direction, and w ould be found 
north of this continent. 
L ie u te n a n t llow- 
gaad, of the Danish navy, also thought with 
the H erald the search to th e w estw ard most 
likely to be successful. 


These explorations have alw ay s been fas­ 
cinating to the hardy sailors, an d th eir history 
makes one of the m ost in te re stin g as well as 
one of the m ost exciting p a rts of our lit­ 
erature. 
These explorations began w ith the 
Vikings in the ninth cen tu ry w hen they set­ 
tled Iceland. 
In 982 E rik th e R ed discovered 
the east coast of G reenland. 
In 1477 it was 
supposed that Colum bus visited Iceland and 
Greenland. 
D uring th e la tte r p art of the 
fifteenth century, and d u rin g th e sixteenth 
the Cabots, Cartier F robisher, B urroughs and 
others made daring attem p ts to find a north­ 
western passage. 
T he D u tch m erchantm en 
at the same tim e m ade ad v en tu ro u s expe­ 
ditions, and one John C ornelius Ityp in 1597 
reached 80° north latitu d e. 
A ll these fail­ 
ures tofhid a no rthw estern o r northeastern 
passage led to an attem p t in 1607 to find a 
way across the pole. 
H e n ry H udson com­ 
m anded the expedition an d reached 81'-> north 
latitude. 
H e failed, b u t th e a tte m p t was not 
giveu up until several o th er expeditions had 
been fitted out. 
D uring th e seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries th e R u ssian s sent out 
several expeditions w hich ex p lo red the north­ 
ern coast of Asia. 


The English during th e la st p a rt of the 17th 
and the 18th centuries p ractically abandoned 
these explorations. 
B u t in 1818 th e search 
for the New Y ork passage w as resum ed 
under Sir John Ross. 
F ro m ISIS there have 
been continuous expeditions m ade by Swedes, 
Norwegians, A ustrians, R u ssian s, E nglish and 
Americans. 
The nam es of Ross, F ranklin, 
Kane, and N ordenskiold have been m ade im­ 
mortal by the brave explorations of them selves 
and crew. 
W hile we have n o t thought these 
expeditions settled all of th e vexed questions 
which have prom pted them , th ey have added 
immensely to our know ledge of the polar 
regions and render a final solution more 
probable.

his cabinet such G rant m en as F relinghuysen 
and Howe. 
Both p,r<? m en w ho to an em inent 
degree have and deserve th e resp ec t and con­ 
fidence of the country. 
T h ey h av e been pure 
and clean. 
Amid the d ark days of 187ii-7(5, 
when one after another of th e c o u n try ’s idols 
were broken, no suspicion ever even tarnished 
the upright characters c f th ese m en. 
H ad 
Grant only been fortunate eno u g h to have 
been surrounded 
by such 
m en 
th e term 
“Grantism ” had never been ad d ed to our po 
litical vocabulary. 


Ex-Senator Howe has had -.i p o litical life of 
rem arkable length, honor, an d experience. 
He was born in Maine in IS 1 <>. 
A b o u t 1845 
he removed to W isconsin b ecause of ill health. 
He settled at Green Bay .and soon b u ilt up a 
large legal practice. 
H is success w as so 
great that in 1851 he w as n o m in ated and 
elected 
judge 
of 
the 
su p rem e 
court 
of his state. 
In 1855 he resigned because of 
the insufficient salary and again retu rn ed to 
the practise of law. 
B ut his in te re st in the 
great questions which w ere th en ag itatin g the 
country did not allow him to rem ain long in 
the quiet practice of his profession. 
H e took 
an active part in the discussion of th e Kansas, 
Nebraska bill and other cognate questions. 
This interest and the ability w hich he dis­ 
played in the discussions im m ed iately gave to 
him a leading position in th e recen tly organ­ 
ized republican party. 
In 1857 he w as put 
forward as a candidate for th e U n ited States 
senate and lacked only a lew 
votes of 
election. 
A t 
the 
n ext 
election 
in 
1861 
lie 
was 
again 
m ade 
th e candi­ 
date 
of 
his 
party 
an d 
elected. 
He 
was afterw ards substantially en d o rsed by a 
re-election in 1807 and 187:5, th u s serving 
eighteen consfecutive years. 
A t th e end of 
his last term, he was next to S en ato r A nthony 
the oldest senator in consecutive service. 
During this time lie was ra n k e d p erh ap s with 
the conservative partisans, if w e m ay be al­ 
lowed to use such a term . 
H e w as alw ays a 
strong and loyal party m an, b u t h is judicial 
training and tem peram ent did n o t lead him 
intu the mistake's winch som e of his less bal­ 
anced party associates m ade. 
H e perhaps 
best showed his loj'alty to his p a rty an d his 
ability to discern the vital issues before the 
country 
in 
his opposition 
to 
th e 
“my 
policy” of 
Andrew Jo h n so n . 
F ew 
men 
in 
public 
life 
had 
m ore 
to 
w ith­ 
stand 
in 
rem aining 
tru e to his 
party 
than Senator Howe. 
In 1865, w h en Johnson 
began to deyelope his policy, it seem ed inev­ 
itable that W isconsin w ould go w ith him and 
sustain him. 
Randall, the w ar governor, a 
most astute and popular po litician , w as post­ 
m aster general. 
Senator D o o little w as little 
short of worshipped in his p arty . 
T hese two 
men, who at the tim e w ere th e stro n g est and 
most prom inent politicians in W isconsin, de­ 
term ined to carry the sta te fo r Johnson. 
They had all the help th a t ab so lu te control 
of patronage, successful p o litical careers, 
hosts of personal political frien d s, an d a long 
and complete control of th e p a rty organiza­ 
tion could give to them . 
T h ey succeeded in 
carrying the convention in 1865, a n d securing 
the passage of resolutions of en d o rsem en t of 
“my policy.” 
Senator 
H o w e 
saw 
the 
tendency 
of 
the 
tim es, 
an d 
a t 
the 
risk 
of 
his 
political 
fo rtu n es, 
opposed 
this action. 
For the first an d on ly tim e, we 
believe, he attended a sta te convention. He 
was beaten. H e then p articip ated in th e delib­ 
erations of a m inority convention w hich dis­ 
approved of this endorsem ent. 
T h is seemed 
like political suicide, as th e election of his 
successor was to occur th e n e x t year. 
But 
the republican party tru e to its b est instincts 
aud traditions repudiated th is “ M y policy” 
business in 1866, and the fo llo w in g w inter le- 
turned Senator Howe fo r a n o th e r six years. 
This is only one illustration o f w h ere his de­ 
votion to the principles o f h is p arty rose 
above mere personal am bition. 
A n o th e r fea­ 
ture of his career deserves sp e cial m ention. 
He has never sought office. 
T h e honors that 
lie has had, have come to him . 
In th is day 
it is gratifyiug to note th e su ccess o f this 
slass of public men, w hich is gro w in g too 
sm all for the good of the co u n tiy . 


Senator Howe is a m an o f ra re social quali­ 
ties. 
H e unites w ith his legal ab ility and 
wide experience in public affairs, th e strong 
common sense which are e ssen tial to m ake 
him a successful executive officer. 
There 
can be no question of his fitn ess fo r th is high 
position, and the success w ith w hich he will 
adm inister its affairs. 
W e co n g ratu late the 
party on this appointm ent b ecause he has 
been so faithful a m em ber, th e country be­ 
cause a statesm an w ill control one of its great 
departm ent, the adm inistration because his 
name is sufficient guarantee th a t th e prosecu­ 
tion of the star route th eiv es w ill be vigor­ 
ously pressed. 


THE HOUSE COMMITTEES. 


The speaker yesterday 
an n o u n ced 
the 
house committees and th ey a re q u ite satisfac­ 
tory considering the circu m stan ces under 
which lie was elected. 
F o r e x am p le w e notice 
that Hiscock was m ade c h airm an o f th e com­ 
m ittee on appropriations. 
C o u rtesy required 
this as Mr. Hiscock w as th e ch ief opponent in 
the speakership contest. 
B u t it w as known 
th at a determ ined fight w a s being made 
against him by the sta lw art e le m e n t which is 
supposed to have nom inated K eifer. Crowley 
was the candidate of the sta lw a rts, but he is 
put off w ith the com m ittee o n claim s. 
The 
committee is a p articu larly ab le one. 
Mr. 
Kaseon does not get a p ro m in e n t com m ittee, 
but this is probably due to the fact that be 


was not in the last house. 
He stands second 
o.n the committee of ways and means which is 
a high position. 
Heed, of Maine, is made 
chairman of the judiciary committee. 
Orth 
has the chairmanship of the committee on re- 
form in the federal service, and Burrows that 
of territories. 
Ihinnell has a good place on 
the committee on ways and means, but no 
chairmanship. 
This disposes of all the can­ 
didates for speaker. 


The committee on ways and means has the 
protectionist 
leader 
for chairman. 
This 
would not be objectionable if Mr. Kelley was 
equal to the position, because the m ajority of 
the republicans in the house favor a protec­ 
tive tariff. 
Mr. Kelley showed his poor judg­ 
m ent and very high tariff views in t^e recent 
New York convention when he presented a 
resolution favoring the removal of the tax on 
whiskey in order to increase the tariff on im­ 
ports. 
He is a poor man for the position, but 
will satisfy the Iron and Steel association, in 
whose employ he has been for years. 
Mr. 
Kasson, the second member, has tendencies 
toward free trade, but will support moderate 
protection. 
Nearly all the republicans are 
protectionists. 
The democrats are divided. 
Randall, the strongest advocate of protection 
on the democratic side, is on the committee, 
as well as Carlisle and Morrison, who are the 
best democratic exponents of free trade. 
Carlisle is possibly the ablest man on either 
side of the house. 
The committee will report 
for protective measures. 


The committee on banking and currency 
has been an important one for the past ten 
years. 
There has usually been a rivalry be­ 
tween the. cast and the west in its composi­ 
tion because of the different view's of the two 
sections on the subject of the currency. 
For 
some years past the eastern influence on this 
committee has been small. 
In the last house 
four were from the west, three from the 
south, two from the northeast and two from 
the middle states. 
Of IIipsp, one front NVw 
England was a greenbacker, so that the 
eastern view's were directly represented by 
only three out of the eleven members. 
This 
is changed in the present, house. 
The middle 
states have five members, the west three, New 
England two and the south one. 
The eastern 
sentim ent will therefore have seven of the 
eleven member*. 
The chairman is from Mas­ 
sachusetts. 
For many years Mr. Buckner, of 
Missouri, had been chairman. The committee 
is a safe one. 


The committee on appropriations is the 
only other committee where the names are 
given full. This is a well made up committee, 
consisting of the best speakers on both sides 
of the house. 
Neither tariff nor section play 
any important part in the composition of this 
committee. 
It is only a question of selecting 
good and careful business men who can clear­ 
ly give their views to the house. 


REPU B LICA N L E A D E R S H IP I N T H E HOUSE. 


We published this morning comments oil 
the composition of the house committees. 
They are not all favorable, but still the ap­ 
pointments are fairly good. 
It is a good 
while since any speaker has had so poor 
material to select from. 
This should be 
taken into account in criticising the judg­ 
ment of the speaker. 
The republicans have 
no tried or experienced leaders. 
Hence no 
one man had a pre-eminent claim to any 
strong position which his colleagues were 
ready to recognize. 
Each good position had a 
dozen 
claimants, 
each 
of 
whom 
was 
equally able 
to 
fill the position. 
T his 
made Speaker Keifer’s task particularly diffi­ 
cult. 
Looking over the committees we do not 
find a single person who is chairm an who has 
a wide national reputation like that pos­ 
sessed by Garfield, Blaine, Hoar, Dawes or 
Butler when in the house. 
Take for exam ­ 
ple the committees appointed by Blaine in 
tiie forty-second congress. 
Then Dawes was 
chairman of the committee on ways and 
means, Garfield of appropriations, Bingham 
of judiciary, Banks of foreign affairs, Sam ­ 
uel Hooper of banking and currency, Sam­ 
uel Shellabarger of commerce, W. A, W heeler 
of Pacific railroads, Philetus 
Sawyer of 
public expenditures Butler of revision of 
laws and Poland of committee on insurrec­ 
tionary states. 
These were all prom inent 
men and strong men before the country, and 
are in striking contrast to the men with un­ 
made reputations who now head the house 
committees. 
Dawes had been in the house 
fourteen years when put at the head of the 
committee on ways and means in 1871. 
H is­ 
cock, 
Keifer 
and 
other 
members 
now 
so 
prom inent 
have 
only 
been 
in 
the 
house 
four 
years. 
T he 
republicans will have to do very well to hold 
their own with so little experience and 
majority. 
Randall, Gibson, Cox, Tucker and 
other democratic leaders who have m easured 
their strength witli Garfield, Blaine, Hale, 
Hawley, Butler, Dawes, Hoar and others are 
in the m inority with ready w it and well 
equipped m inds to take advantage of every 
republican mistake. 
In point of leadeiship 
we are weak in the house. 
We can only hope 
that new men will arise equal to the em er­ 
gency.

grooms are kept constantly employed convey­ 
ing the boxes o f papers from Sir H enry P on- 
cetiby at the e u tie to the queen in her tent.

“Society" Novels. 


i London World. 
! 
The novel of society is the most popular lit- 
j erary product of o u r time. 
W orks of this 
1 sort the public m u st have, and the circulating 
libraries are bound to supply them. They are 
w ritten, not to be artistic, but commercial, 
j successes, and th ey have no more to do with 
I literary proper than bonnets or dress-improv- 
I ers. 
T h ere is no novelty in the institution; 


I they w ere tu rn ed o u t by the score fifty years 
| since, as they w ill be fifty years hence. Their 
j m anufacture is m ore prolific than ever, be- 
I cause the class of readers to which they aj>- 
j peal is m ore num erous. 
They are devoured 
j by a considerable section of the upper class, 
and by th o usands of the m iddle ami the low­ 
er-m iddle class. 
If we were not essentially a 
nation of snobs, they would he without pat­ 
rons; 
but. 
seeing th at snobbishness daily 
increases am ong us, th e field of their attrac­ 
tion is p roportionately extended. 
Between 
the society novels of th ree or four decades 
ago, 
and th e 
society 
novels 
of 
to-day, 
there 
are 
certain 
differences. 
The 
for­ 
m er 
w ere 
ro m an tic; 
the 
latter 
are 
badly realistic. 
T hey stand in much the 
same relation to each other as do the fictions 
of Bulw er and of A nthony Trollope. 
There 
was m uch th a t w as absurd, stilted, and melo­ 
dram atic 
in 
th e B ulw erian novel; but it 
was occasionally redeem ed by the ingenuity 
of its plot, its skill in dram atic construction, 
and the sm artness of its dialogue. 
These 
qualities are n o t forthcom ing in the Trollo- 
. pian stories of every-day life. 
During the 
f first half of th e present century all society 
novelists m ore or less attem pted to emulate 
Bulw er; now th eir highest ambition is to ap­ 
ply to th eir treatm en t of the facts and per­ 
sonages of p olite existence the method of tho 
great A nthony. 
It is seldom that one en­ 
counters in 
these w orks any play of fancy, 
any iire of im agination, any ornam ent of fe­ 
licity of 
phrase. 
T he only substitute for 
pungency and 
epigram are curt sentences, 
more or less elliptical, and not, as a rule, too 
slavishly obedient to the laws of grammar. 
The duller and th e m ore insipid are the dra­ 
m atis p crsm iif, the truer, it is argued, are 
they to life, and the more the public like 
them. 
If the dialogue is tame, and is only 
relieved from com m onplace by scandalous in­ 
nuendoes, w hat w ould you else'.’ 
That is the 
svay in w hich society prattles in the draw­ 
ing room s of th e present. 
It is not, you are 
told, the business of a novelist of society to 
represent people as better, or wiser, or wittier 
than they an*. 
Let him aim at a mere 
transcript from excellence, and lie will have 
done, his duty. 


Since the public will have it so, and it is 
not the business of novelists to improve the 
public taste, nothing is to be gained by com­ 
plaining. 
A t th e sam e tim e this inartistic 
realism , nerveless and invertebrate as it is, is 
deadly dull to all readers of any education or 
taste. 
I f 
these fictions are occasionally 
dipped into by persons who are capable of 
enjoying novels of a superior kind, it is main­ 
ly because they are anim ated by a spirit of 
curiosity, and w ish to know who of their 
friends are “ tak en utf.’’ 
They like to identify 
the prototypes of tiie precociously vicious 
young noblem an and the abandoned matron 
with w ell-know n personages of the period. 
There is ju s t th e possibility that they may re­ 
cognize the lineam ents of theirow n character 
and career. 
T h e m ore num erous and the less 
select public is conscious of an analogous 
pleasure. 
It is delightful to feel that under 
the guise of fiction real facts of the most au­ 
thentic n atu re are related; that the elope­ 
m ents and th e horsew hippings, the trials in 
the divorce co u rt, and the revelations in the 
bankruptcy court, have actually occurred. 
The novel is a literary product which will 
always be p o p u lar; and the charm that story­ 
telling has is as g reat for the old as for the 
young. 
B ut it m ay be seriously doubted 
w hether th e m ischief which novels of the sort 
now spoken of are calculated to do can be 
counterbalanced by tiie am usem ent they give. 


A Curious Smuggling' Story.

Seeiug this, the men 
in the sm uggler gave way with a will, and 
over several m iles of sale w ater pursuer and 
pursued 
stru g g led 
desperately. 
But the 
sailors w ere too good for the reprobates, who 
had probably w eakened themselves by too 
hearty an indulgence in their own liquors, 
and at length th e runaw ays were reached and 
ordered to su rren d er.

CONTROLLING THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


Considerable fear has been recently ex­ 
pressed that Jay Gould would obtain control 
of the New York associated press and use it 
to further his schemes. 
The recent purchase 
of the New York Express has been considered 
by many to have been in Gould's interest, and 
that it wotilu give him the desired control. 
The associated press is composed of the New 
York Herald, Sun, Times, Tribune, World, 
Journal of Commerce and Express. 
To con­ 
trol it he uiu.-'t have four or the seven papers. 
He was reported some months ago, to have 
obtained control of the Tribune, World and 
Journal of Commerce. 
W ith the Express he 
would thus have a majority. 
This is also 
stoutly 
denied. 
But 
if 
it 
were 
true, 
there 
is 
no 
startling 
danger 
to 
be 
apprehended. 
The 
Cincinnati 
Commercial speaking of this says ‘‘Now it 
“would be impossible for this association to 
“maintain itself if it tampered with the article 
‘•in which it dealt. 
The value of membership 
“is very great. 
One hundred thousand dol­ 
la r s offered for a partnership right would 
“not be considered; but give the country to 
“know that the association was dealing with 
“the people dishonestly, and this immense 
“value would vanish. 
It is mainly in market 
“news that tam pering would be possible, and 
“that is a m atter of figures and fractions that 
“must be reported with absolute accuracy; 
“and the association has no control over the 
“talk of the ‘tickers.’ 
The association does 
“not control the W estern Union Telegraph 
“company, but is one of its customers only; 
“and the wires are free to all. 
Not only 
‘would it be utterly destructive of the 
“value 
of 
the 
property of the as*ocia- 
“tion 
to 
m anipulate news 
if they could 
“do it, they could not do it if they desired to 
“do so, and to brave speedy destruction for 
“the sake of a temporary advantage. 
The 
“association might, periiaps, commit one con­ 
siderable fraud, but that would be suicidal, 
“and people are not likely to cut their own 
“throat to deceive others.” 


We thoroughly agree with the Commercial 
in the above, but think it does not properly 
appreciate the m anner in which Gould might 
use the associated 
press to 
further his 
schemes. 
W e have 
an 
illustration this 
morning of how it may be ingeniously used. 
Over a year ago the Mexican National Hail- 
way company obtained a valuable franchise 
from the Mexican government to construct, 
among other lines, a line from the City of 
Mexico 
to 
■••oredo. 
A 
glance 
at 
the 
map 
snowed 
this 
must 
be 
the grand trunk line connecting the City of 
Mexico with the United States. 
Mr. Gould 
had already turned his attention to the south­ 
west and was largely investing in railroads,to 
which this Mexican road could be made trib­ 
utary. 
lie failed to obtain an interest in the 
Mexican National R-iilway Company and since 
then has been doing what he could to injure 
the company. 
The company has meanwhile 
been rapidly constructing road and now has 
several hundred 
miles in operation. 
Mr. 
Gould obtained some sort of a concession a 
little while ago to construct a parallel line 1 
from tiie City of Mexico to Loredo. 
He 
kept very quiet about it until yesterday. Yes­ 
terday 
he 
had 
a 
sensational 
attack 
made on the Mexican National Hailway Com­ 
pany in the New York Tribune. 
The same 
day he had a special telegraphed from Loredo 
to the New York W orld, stating that Gould's 
line was completed from St. Louis to that 
point, and also spoke of his Mexican railroad 
which he intended immediately to build from 
Loredo to the City of Mexico. 
Both dis­ 
patches emanated from Gould, probably, and 
are written to help his own schemes. lie does 
this skilfully by having two articles published 
in the New York papers, and then uses the 
associated press to circulate these articles. 


The following is the full text of the S h er­ 
man funding bill as amended by the senate 
finance committee and reported from th e 
committee to the senate on Friday last: 


That-the secretary of the treasury is hereby 
authorized to receive at the treasury and at 
the office of any assistant treasurer of th e 
United States, lawful money of the U nited 
States to the amount of ?50, or any m ultiple 
of that sum, or any bonds of the U nited 
States bearing ol.l per cent, interest, and to 
issue in exchange therefor an equal am ount 
of registered or coupon bonds of the U nited 
States of the denominations of 850, $100,8500, 
81,000 and 810,000, of such form as he m ay 
prescribe, bearing interest at'the rate of 3 p er 
centum 
per 
annum, 
payable 
either 
quarterly or semi-annually, at 
the treas­ 
ury of the U nited States. 
Such 
bonds 
shall be payable at the pleasure of the U nited 
States after the 1st day of January, A nno 
Domini 1SS7, the order of their payment to 
he determined by law, or, in the absence of 
such legislation by rules and regulations to be 
presented by the secretary of the treasury. 
The iiuiuey deposited under this act shall be 
promptly applied solely to the redemption of 
the bonds of the United States bearing 3}4 
per centum interest, and 
the 
aggregate 
amount of deposits made and bonds issued 
under this act shall not exceed the sum of 
s:200,000,000. 
The amount of lawful money 
so received on deposit as aforesaid shall not 
exceed at any time the sum of 825,000,000. 


It will be noticed that this is entirely dif­ 
ferent in character from the three per cent, 
bill which President Hayes vetoed. 
T hat 
compelled all the national banks to hold their 
deposit to secure circulation in three per cent, 
bonds. 
It also had many other objectionable 
features, 
it was drawn apparently with the 
idea that it would not be a success and so ex­ 
tra legislation was put in to make it a success. 
It was forcing credit. 
The above bill is based 
on the idea tiiat the government credit is good 
enough to borrow money at three per cent, 
and simply provides for that. 
The distinction 
is vital. 
Even if the credit of the government 
was good enough to borrow m oney at three 
per cent, last March under a bill like Mr. 
Sherman's, it could not have been borrowed 
under Mr. B andall’s bill because the latter 
presupposed that the credit was not good 
enough for this. 
If the government did not 
think so, the people certaiuly would not.

THE CABINET AND SECTIONAL 
SENTATI0N. 


REPRE- 


The appointm ent of Mr. Brewster as attor­ 
ney general will make it exceeding difficult 
for the president to adjust the sectional repre­ 
sentation of his cabinet. 
He has appointed 
three members who will probably remain in 
the cabinet. 
They are Folger, Frelinghuysen 
and Brewster. 
They are all from the middle 
states. 
Folger takes the place of Windom, 
the representative of the northwest. 
Fre­ 
linghuysen lakes the place of Blaine, the rep­ 
resentative front New England. 
Brewster 
takes the place of MacVeagh, the represent­ 
ative of Pennsylvania. 
This gives to the 
middle states more than its proper represent­ 
ation. 
There is still another representative 
of the middle states—Postm aster General 
Janies—who will probably give place soon to 
a representative from some other section. The 
other members are Kirkwood and Lincoln of 
the northwest, and H u n t of the south. 
W ith 
these four appointm ents the president m ust 
give representation in his cabinet to New 
England, the south, th e northwest and the 
Pacific slope. 


If he should give one cabinet office to each 
of these sections there w ould be just one for 
each. 
This will not satisfy the great north­ 
west, to have only one representative, while 
the middle states have three. 
Of these four 
appointments it is therefore quite safe to as­ 
sume that the northw est will have two. 
It 
deserves this representation because o>f its 
population, and also because of its strowg re­ 
publican vote. 
T he great states of Ohio,, In­ 
diana, Illinois, Iow a, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, K ansas and Nebraska are the best 
part of the repub lican party and the country. 


It is also qu ite safe to assume that New 
England will h ave one of the remaining two 
appointments. 
She has claims for this that 
have never bef ;n ignored, and that President 
A rthur cannot. and will not ignore. 
This 
leaves only on 3 place to be given to the Pa­ 
cific slope anc 1 the south. 
There are many 
personal rea? 011s why President A rthur wili 
wish to give a »lace to the Pacific slope. Sen­ 
ator Jones 
is his m ost intimate friend and 
urges it. H e strongly favors Sargent. General 
Grant desLn ;s General Beale to go into the 
cab'net, asad he could only go in as a repre­ 
sentative o*f the Pacific slope. 
If the Denver 
News’ W as hington dispatches were in the 
least reliable there would be a chance for 
Chaffee. 
II will be seen, therefore, that the 
pressure fot a Pacific slope appointment is 
great and 1* one of ttie possibilities. 
The 
south has als 0 strong «da ms for representa­ 
tion, and has never been left out of the cabi» 
net, except d uring the w ar when either Mary­ 
land and Iv< ntiickv 
had 
a representative 
called souther n. 


It will thus be seen that 
President Arthur 
will have considerable troufc le in making up 
the rest of hi s cabinet. 
Hi id the attorney 
generalship bet m given to N t w England or 
the northw est it would han ' enabled the 
president to satisfy every e«^ Mon- Grant’s 


F ree coinage of silver is a correct general 
principle. That the coinage of that metal 
should be left free to fit itself to the demand 
is a self-evident proposition. 
It is the prop­ 
osition of President Arthur’s message. Yet 
its adoption just now is not enthusiastically 
desired by the silver states. 
There are large 
am ounts of coin stored in the treasury vaults. 
U n d e r free coinage, these would need to 
be draw’n out before more silver could be 
coined. 
The practical effect would be to 
tem porarily suspend the coinage of silver.— 
L eadville Chronicle. 


I t is a pleasure for us to see the Chronicle 
discuss a question of to-day, even if it is not 
very clearly done. If it will only bury that 
jolce about Evarts’ long sentences and the 
re st of that sort of a thing, it will be vastly 
im proved. 
But while the above is about a 
live question,it is very queer. The editor of the 
Chronicle despises theory and we think justly 
fo r he never theorizes without making him- 
sels ridiculous. 
What he means by free coin­ 
age is difficult to understand. 
The second

iu Europe, 
all the bullion in this 
co u n try would be offered for coinage. 
The 
m o u n t Unit wiii be coined under a free coin­ 
age act will depend entirely and solely 011 
w h eth er it pays to coin bullion into silver 
dollars. 
If the dollar is worth more than 
th e 
sam e amount of silver in bullion, the 
am o u n t will be large; it1 less, the amount will 
be com paratively nothing. 
How President 
A rth u r recommended free coinage is difficult 
to understand. 
lie asked that the present 
lim ited and not free coinage of 82,000,000 a 
m o n th be stopped. Why “ under free coinage 
th e silver in the treasury vaults must be 
w ith d raw n ^before more silver could 
be 
co in e d ’’ is as difficult to understand as why the 
practical “ effect would be to temporarily sus­ 
p en d 
the 
coinage 
of silver." To use 
th e 
editor's 
own 
figure 
this 
is 
b e au tifu l in theory hut practically it is non­ 
sense. 
If we had free coinage in this coun­ 
try fo r th ree months there would not be less 
th an a -8100,000,000 in bullion presented to 
th e governm ent for coinage because nearly 
iff teen p er cent, could be made by the opera­ 
tion. 
S till we are forced to admit that the 
C hronicle express as able, logical and forci­ 
b le v iew s on the silver question as it express­ 
es 011 o th er m atters in current politics.

Oàarles L. Davis Draws a Good House and 
Gives a Pleasing Performance. 


The attendance at the opera house last 
night to witness the production of “Alvin 
Joslin” by Charles L. Davis and his excellent 
company-, was better than the average. It has 
been frequently stated in print that Davis de­ 
pended almost entirely for his audiences on 
the extravagant paper which he circulated. 
This may be true to a certain extent, but 
there is nevertheless numerous attractive 
qualities in the play of Alvin Joslin aud in 
the title character as personated by Charles 
L. Davis. 
Mr. Davis is himself the author of 
the play, and one cannot help but notice that 
in its general construction an effort lias been 
made to pattern after the play of Joshua 
Whitcomb, which has been made so famous 
by Denman Thompson. 


The author has succeeded very well in pro­ 
ducing a play that will amuse the majority 
of theatre goers, but it can in no way bç 
favorably compared with Joshua Whitcomb, 
while the character of Alvin Joslin cannot be 
classed as a légitimât« representation of the 
New England farmer. 
As we said before, i 
pleases the masses, and although it fnay be 
detective in many respects it is looked upon 
by the public and considered by critics to be 
a successful play.

O'KEEPFE’S PAREWELL. 


Account of tlie Keception Tendered to Him 
in the Opera House. 


Mr. Stanley Wood contributes to yester­ 
day’s Denver News the following account of 
Sergeant O'Keeffe's departure and the recep­ 
tion tendered him by our citizens: 


Sergeant O'Keeffe, the well-known prevari­ 
cator of Pike’s Peak, has been transferred to 
another signal station, and yesterday yielded 
his position to a successor. 
His friends in 
this city, under the leadership of the news­ 
paper men, resolved to give the sergeant a 
farewell banquet, and accordingly the opera 
house was secured and the banquet took 
place there last evening. At exactly 8 o'clock 
p. m. the invited guests sat down to four 
generously provided tables, which were ar­ 
ranged in the form of a parallelogram in the 
body of the house, the orchestra chairs being 
covered with a temporary tloor. The par- 
quette circle, the balcony and the gallery of 
the theatre were crowded with spectators who 
had beeu attracted there to listen to the 
speeches and toasts of the evening, and who 
testified their enjoyment and appreciation by 
frequent bursts of applause. 


Lieutenant II. P. Scott, city editor of the 
G a z e t t e , presided, while Alderman Charles 
W alker acted as chaplain. After the dinner 
had been discussed the tables were cleared 
and decanters, 
generously supplied with 
water from tlie various mineral springs of 
Manitou (this is a temperance town), were 
brought out. 
The president arose, and with 
his goblet filled to the brim with Iron Ute 
water, proposed the following toast: 
“O’Keeffe, one of the greatest prevaricators, 
equalled by few, excelled by none.

From time to time during the past year, 
various articles purporting to be statements 
of the legal difficulties iu which the Robert 
E. Lee Mining company was aud is still in­ 
volved, have appeared in some of the promi­ 
nent newspapers of the west. 
Even to those 
unacquainted with the merits of tlie case, the 
bias of these several occounts was obvious, 
and little doubt could be entertained as to the 
source whence they emanated. 
Involving, as 
did the statements therein contained, the in­ 
tegrity of some of the most esteemed and re­ 
spected citizens of Colorado Springs—gentle­ 
men holding positions of trust and honor 
among us—the matter could not fail in being 
of universal interest. 
Believing that all state­ 
ments of the case thus far in print were in­ 
spired by partisan considerations and were 
written and published for the purpose of cre­ 
ating a popular sentiment, the present writer 
sought access to the swTorn testimony in the 
case, for the purpose of making a presentment 
that should do absolute justice to all parties 
concerned. The following brief account of 
the discovery and development of the famous 
mine and the litigation connected with it will 
be found not only au interesting chapter of 
frontier history, but a full and accurate state­ 
ment as well of the legal questions now pend­ 
ing. 


In the spring of 1S7S James M. Si£?ifus, of 
Colorado Spriugs, grubstaked a prospector 
named George W. Belt, who shortly after 
located a claim and called it the Robert E. 
Lee. 
Belt appears to have been quite other 
than an honest man, for he recorded the 
claim for himself and a man named Knight, 
leaving Sigafus out entirely, who at once be­ 
gan suit in the courts of Lake county to re­ 
cover his half interest. 
During its pendency, 
Sigafus was one morning holding a conversa­ 
tion with Professor Kerr, to whom he had 
brought a piece of the Lee ore for assay. 
During this interview, which took place on 
K err's porch, in Colorado Springs, a man 
named W. II. Rogers appeared on the scene 
and listened to the conversation. 
Overhear­ 
ing Kerr say that he had gotten an assay of 
1,700 ounces from the mine, Rogers evidently 
became much interested in the matter, since 
during the next few days he had repeated 
interviews with Sigafus about it, and tried to 
¡merest several Colorado Springs men in the 
mine with a view to its purchase on such 
term s as he thought could be made with Siga­ 
fus and Belt. 
In all this he was unsuccessful 
till he at last brought the matter to the atten­ 
tion of Irving Ilowbert, then cashier of the 
F irst National bank of Colorado Springs. 
Up 
to this time, Ilowbert had no knowledge of 
Rogers except as a depositor, carrying a small 
balance, at his bank. 
Rogers then rehearsed 
all he knew about the mine, stating it as his 
belief that it could be bonded for §7,000 and 
th a t Sigafus would compromise for a one- 
th ird interest. 
lie further represented that 
he had no money, but that if Ilowbert could 
m ake the first payment he would be able to 
repay iu thirty days from the proceeds of 
sales in Chicago, then assured. 
Ilowbert at 
first did not take much interest in the matter, 
b u t finally said that if it was as represented 
an d could be bought for the figure named, he 
w as willing to go in. 
Thereupon Rogers was 
furnished hy Howbert with $-3,000 and sent 
to 
Leadville 
to negotiate 
for the „mine, 
Ilow bert 
likewise supplying the 
money 
fo r 
his expenses. 
Letters 
and 
tele­ 
gram s 
were 
received 
from 
Rogers 
advisory of the progress of his negotiations, 
till Ilowbert, fearing that he was being 
bound in some way contrary to agreement, 
started for Leadville. 
On his arrival he 
fo u n d that Rogers had secured the bond from 
th e B elt party for §7,000, on which the S3,000 
h ad been pail. He also discovered that the 
bond as drawn up and executed secured a 
h a lf interest each to Irving Howbert and M. 
Seym our Rogers. 
Inquiry as to whom this 
la tte r party might be developed the fact that 
it w as Rogers’ wife, known up to that time as 
M ary S. Rogers. He explained that he did 
n o t w ish to be known as being connected 
w ith the mine, and hence had said, in making 
th e purchase, that lie acted for another party 
o f th e same name but no blood relation. 
S aid he to Howbert: 
“I can safely say this 
as m y wife is no blood relation of mine.” 
T h e tru th was—according with the unavoid­ 
ab le inference—that Rogers was hopelessly 
b a n k ru p t and hence could risk no records of 
p ro p e rty in his own name- 


S hortly after the bond was secured, as re­ 
la te d above, the expected compromise was ef­ 
fected w ith Sigafus who, in consideration of 
a one-third interest, withdiew his suit against 
th e B elt party. 
Work was now commenced 
u n d e r the bond, Rogers, meantime, giving 
Ilo w b e rt his note for >1,1.00, the 8100 being 
fo r h is share of the $300 worth of work then 
d eterm in ed to be put in the mine—the cash, as 
b efo re, being supplied by Ilowbert. 
Rogers 
th e n w ent to Chicago and failed, as before, to 
fu rn is h any money whatever. 
The rest could 
ill afford to carry his sh are of the develop­ 
m e n t, and work was com equently retarded; 
so th a t when the time cam e for the final pay­ 
m e n t on the bond, they w ere unable to raise 
th e necessary sum. 
Under these circum­ 
sta n ce s, though the bond expired, they sim­ 
p ly 
held 
possession, 
-which, 
since the 
m in e 
had 
developed 
no 
special 
val­ 
u e , 
the 
Belt 
party 
were 
quite 
w illin g they should do. 
For some time there­ 
a f te r w ork was slowly continued. 
Rogers 
h a d becom e paralyzed, and hence disabled. 
H is associates pitied h im and to 'the last 
p a id h is share of all exi tenses. 


I n M arch, 1879, good pay ore was at last 
s tru c k , and the natural consequences quickly 
fo llo w ed . 
They were, immediately enjoined 
b y th e B elt party/ and, from that time on held 
th e m in e by force of w a s . Weary of this 


trouble, and seeing th a t th e m ean s to main­ 
tain such .costly possession m u st soon be ex­ 
hausted, the H ow bert p arty on M ay 10, 1879, 
gave a sixty-day bond to L . D. R oudebush for 
$135,000, on which 310,000 w ere p a id ; Roude- 
busli at the same tim e se cu rin g a ninety-day 
bond from the adverse claim ants, th e B elt par­ 
ty, or as it should now be called, th e WToleott 
interest, he having secured th e p ro p erty from 
Belt and Knight. 
A t t i e ex p iratio n of the 
sixty days Roudebush re fu sed to take tlie 
mine, forfeiting, 
of 
course, 
th e 
810,000. 
Rogers with his share rep aid H ow bert tho 
advances thus far m ade, and th is was the 
total of his payments, in any sh ap e, fo r the 
purchase or developm ent of th e m ine. 


At this j uucture an im p o rta n t personage in 
relation to subsequent events ap p ears on the 
scene. 
This was II. B. R ogers, brother of 
W. II. Rogers, a Chicago law yer, w ho, in all 
subsequent transactions, re p re se n ted his sis­ 
ter-in-law. 
He was a m an o f a b o u t 40 years 
of age, several years the senior o f both How­ 
bert and Marshall, and w as fa r from im­ 
pressing one with the idea of inexperience, of 
which so much account w as m ad e in the 
trial. 
Appearing at the tim e o f th e lapse of 
the Iloudebusli bond, it w as a t h is suggestion 
verbally extended for tw o w eeks, in the hope 
that something would be developed, so anx­ 
ious was the Rogers faction th a t the mine 
would be taken on the bond. B u t th is availed 
nothing and the Ilow bert p a rty w ere thrown 
back on their previous trouble w ith B elt, and 
armed possession of the mime w as resumed. 
All parties returned to Colorado Springs, and 
at their unanimous solicitation, H o w b ert went 
to Leadville to see w iiat could b e done,—to 
sell, compromise, do an y th in g th a t w ould re­ 
lease them from their alm ost h o p eless condi­ 
tion. AU parties were fu lly a w are th at the 
money was almost gone, th a t th e 
litigation 
and armed possession could n o t m uch longer 
be maintained, and that the p ro p e rty m ust be 
lost if something were not soon done. 
Before 
Howbert went to Leadville he w as repeatedly 
urged by both Mrs. and L aw yer R ogers to use 
every exertion to dispose in som e w ay of their 
interests, alleging that Mr. lio g e rs could not 
stand the climate and th at he m u st be gotten 
away. 
In Leadville H ow bert again used 
his endeavors with R oudebush— w hose ninety 
day bond with the W olcott p a rty h ad not yet 
expired—to have him take th e p ro p erty on 
the original term s of $135,000. 
H e also 
offered the mine to m any o th er parties, but 
without avail, for it was im possible to sell the 
mine in its then tangled conditio«. 
A ll these 
things failing, he next tried th e 
on ly other 
course to save the property, v iz : to compro­ 
mise with the W’olcott party . 
T h e latter 
offered to relinquish suits and give clear titles 
for $117,000 and a one-quarter in terest. 
All 
these offers 
were duly set fo rth 
to the 
Rogers party in Colorado Springs, an d called 
forth the following letter, w hich 
is p u t in 
evidence:

and preference as to the proposition therein 
contained. 
Owine to the very d elicate condi­ 
tion of my brother’s health I do n o t th in k , as 
far as lie is concerned, th at the proposition of 
purchase upon the basis of <?117,000 and a 
quarter interest would be advisable, an d both 
Humphrey aud Crowell concur w ith m e. 


The other proposition of a sale o f th e prop­ 
erty would be much more d esirable, as it 
would have the effect to very m uch relieve his 
mind, and especially if it could be so m an­ 
aged that he could realize in the sale au d get 
out, and to accomplish th at end both H u m p h ­ 
rey and Crowell concur w ith yo u r suggestion 
that a considerable portion of th e cash real­ 
ized might be paid to him, provided th e bal­ 
ance, for which time is to be given, sho u ld be 
properly secured 


We all 1 eel very grateful for th e kindness 
and consideration with which th is proposition 
is made, and feel that it will go fa r to restore 
him to health, if such a thing is possible. W e 
are desirous of getting the w hole th in g off his 
mind, and are therefoie anxious th a t th e sale 
should be made. 


We are satisfied to tru st the w hole m atter 
to your judgment, only requesting th a t if it 
be possible for a sale to be m ade on the 
■original basis that such m ay be done. 
N ot 
now having the telegram or letter w ith m e, I 
am unable to answer more fu lly as to their 
contents. 


All join me in kind regards and a sincere 
wish for the success of your efforts.

The first proposition of purchase refers, of 
course, to the compromise w ith W olcott. 
Of 
this Rogers was notoriously unable to pay his 
share, and as seen from the above letter, the 
proposition did not meet w ith favor. T h e sec­ 
ond proposition referred to w as th e general 
effort of Howbert to effect a sale o f th e w hole 
property which, as has been seen, h e w as 
quite unable to do. 
The Rogers p a rty still 
urging him to make some disposition o f the 
property that would allow them to g e t aw ay, 
and all else failing, How bert proceeded injthe 
only other course that w ould save his p a rty 
and satisfy the Rogers’ interest, v iz : T o find 
a purchaser for tlie liogers interest, 
w ho 
would be willing to go into the W olcott com ­ 
promise, the basis of which ha<,l been gotten 
down to 6105,000 and a one-fifth in terest. l ie 
had had repeated assurances th a t th e R ogers 
would be glad to sell on the basis o f th e o rig ­ 
inal lioudebush bond, and in confirm ation 
thereof, received the following telegram , also 
in evidence:

In his efforts to make this sale, H o w b ert 
went to as many as seven persons w ith o u t 
success, till he at last came to J. Y. M arshal. 
This gentleman, a lawyer, had been em ployed 
by liow bert's party in their suits w ith B elt 
and others. A t this time he had no connec­ 
tion with them though he had not been fo rm ­ 
ally discharged.

Marshall as a purchaser, stating that he \ - 
a lawyer, knew all about the suits and 
be of great use to them in the subsequent 
litigation m which they were sure to becom 
involved. Rogers freely assented to this siv 
ing it was no more than right. 
Rogers w ' 
then taken to the mine and shown throueh 
The condition of the mine at this time k 
shown by the sworn testimony of two experts 
Lockwood and Bearce. 
They state that there 
was then not a timbered drift in the mine-' 
that the territory developed was exceedingly 
limited; that the machinery and appliances 
were very crude, a one-horse whim consti- 
uting the hoisting machinery; that there were 
only two drifts in low grade mineral and 
that the longest drift was less than loo’ feet 
in length. 
Bearcc estimated the value of tlie 
mine at $250,000, and both experts swore that 
no workings could by any possibility have 
been concealed. 
This testimony is confirmed 
by as many as a half dozen persons who had 
worked in the mine. 


Rogers, thoroughly satisfied with this ex­ 
amination, went to Marshall for the purpose 
of closing tlie sale. They naturally had some 
talk about the whole matter, as any two 
persons, and especially two lawyers, would be 
likely to have. 
That this conversation affect­ 
ed the sale in any way, is a most unreasona­ 
ble supposition. 
Finally the sale was con­ 
cluded July 31, 1S79. Marshall was assisted 
as promised, the Rogers party took their 
money and went away evidently well satisfied. 
The testimony of a respected citizen of Colo­ 
rado Springs, D. J. Martin, proves their entire 
satisfaction. 
He chanced to meet them on a 
train of the A.. T. 
S, F., all going east; 
conversed with them about the transaction; 
they expressed their relief at the conclusion 
of the affair, said the mine might be worth 
more or less. 
They spoke of the gentlemen 
they had sold to as being very clever gentle­ 
men, and “hoped they would make a million 
out of it.” 


As soon as this matter was disposed of the 
terms of the Wolcott compromise were acceded 
to, and the injunction which all this time had 
tied up the mine, thereby dissolved. 
This in­ 
junction, it should be explained, while it 
stopped the sale of ore*did not prevent its be 
ing mined, so that a considerable amount of 
ore was on the dump. 
Only twenty days re­ 
mained till the $105,000 must be paid, and 
during this time they worked night and day 
sorting 
and 
shipping 
the 
ore 
on 
the 
dump as well as mining more as fast as possi­ 
ble. 
As a result of this,$37,000 were realized 
and paid to the Wolcott party, tlie remaining 
$G3,000 being raised on their individual notes. 
After this, mining was continued with un­ 
even success. 
Sometimes good 
ore was 
found, and again they did not know where 
the next was to come from. 
Six weeks sub­ 
sequent to the sale, the first chlorides were 
struck, and the success of the mine seemed 
assured. But the evidence cannot be dis­ 
proved that before this rich mineral was 
struck the outlook for the mine was often 
exceedingly gloomy. 


The Rogers party was not again heard of 
till February, 1S80, after the famous 17-hour 
output, with which every one is familiar. 
Concluding that she had, of necessity, been 
deceived, Mrs. Rogers sent her brother-in-law 
to Leadville where, in’March, 1S80, he began 
suit to set aside the deed and recover the or­ 
iginal interest. This was subsequently trans­ 
ferred to the United States court in Denver, 
where it was argued, resulting in Judge Mc­ 
Crary’s late decision for the plaintiff. 
In 
view of the evidence in the case, it is 
difficult 
to 
see 
how 
the 
decision 
was 
reached. 
The 
original 
chargts 
of fraud and undue pressure were one by one 
abandoned and the case finally decided on a 
pure technicality, viz: That Marshall, a re­ 
tained aud undischarged attorney of Howbert, 
Sigafus and Rogers, in the attitude of pur­ 
chaser, sustains illegal relations to his client. 
The judge in his decision makes no reference 
to the charges of fraud, etc., but gives judg­ 
ment solely on the technicality referred to. It 
is the intention of the defendants to carry the 
action to higher courts, so that a final ver­ 
dict is unlikely to be reached for a long time. 
It is well know'll that the Colorado Springs 
owners sold out their interests iu February, 
1S-S1. So far from the pendency of what they 
considered a trivial suit*affecting the sale, they 
state that their very indifference to it was 
the cause of its loss. They sold simply to 
exchange an uncertain ity for a certainty of 
dimensions calculated to satisfy any rational 
men. Tlie writer lias collated the above with 
care and conscientiousness, aud believes it to 
be a fair and impartial statement.

Telegraphic Communication with 
America-Mexican Business. 


N e w Y o rk , December 21.—There seems 
every probability that before many months 
telegraphic communication will be established 
between this city and Vera Cruz, Panama, 
Venznela, Peru, Chili, and other South Ameri­ 
ca states by direct wires and that news and 
business advices will be as regularly and as 
fully received from the countries on the west 
coast beyond the equator, as they now are 
from Europe. The Central and South America 
Telegraph company is pushing the construc­ 
tion ot land lines and laying its sub-imi*ine 
cables as rapidly as material can be supplied. 
T he route of the system will be from 
V era Cruz to Goatzaeoaleor and thence by 
land lines across the isthmus of Tehuantepec 
to Ihe Pacific at Salina Cruz. From this 
point 
cables will continue to San Jose, 
Guatemala, Salma's Bay, Panama, Buena 
V entura, Santa Elena, Payta and Chorillas, 
w here connection will be made with Lima, 
Peru, at Chorillas. Tlje Central and South 
Am erican company’s system will join the 
W est Coast of America Telegraph company’s 
line to Valparaiso. 


This will not only open communication 
w ith South America, but will practically du­ 
plicate communication between the United 
States and England and the capitals of Brazil, 
Uraguay, Buenos Ayres. Chili, Peru and 
Equador.

For the purpose of en­ 
couraging the development of this product the 
congress of Colima some time ago passed a 
law by which all duty on coffee and ail taxes 
on an estate on which it is grown were re- 1 
m itted for ten years. John W. Foster, our 1 
ex-m inister to Mexico, officially reported in 
’To that Colima was the most noted region, 
especially for excellence of coffee, on the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
He said coffee promised to be­ 
com e the principal article of export and a fer­ 
tile resource of wealth to the state. 
On the 
McCormick estate there are now forty thou­ 
san d trees in bearing and twelve thousand 
n ew trees are to be planted every year for 
fo u r years. 
Ex-Governor McCormick says he 
h as looked into the matter very carefully. 
H e says in seven years he and his friends will, 
m ake a net profit of j?583,000; that their ex­ 
penses in that time will be about S3~u,500, 
an d the land after seven years’ cultivation 
w ill be worth two or three times the original 
cost.

He Seems Perfectly Satisfied With the W ay 
Things are Going. 


W ashington, December 20.—A P ress r e ­ 
porter interviewed Guiteau, and the la tte r e x ­ 
pressed delight at seeing his friend, and a p ­ 
peared to be quite lonesome, but im m ediately 
became chatty and good natured. 
lie said h e 
was never better in health or spirits, w as g e n ­ 
erally healthy and had taken things easy sin ce 
his arrest, and never allowed anything to 
worry him, although they were how liijg to 
shoot him they could not get at him. 
; “Stuff and nonsense,” said he, w hen to ld 
t was reported that he had suicided. 


“What next won’t they say that’s too rid ic ­ 
ulous? What on earth should I w ant to com ­ 
mit suicide for? I am perfectly satisfied w ith 
the way things are going, and I Lave never- 
had any doubts of the issue. 
The D iety h as 
taken care of my case thus far, and p re tty 
good care of me.” 


“W hat is the object in recalling Mrs. D uti- 
more?n asked the reporter. 


“I don’t know what Scoville’s idea is; I 
shall, have to see him about that. 
I d o n ’t 
want to put those women on the stand again. 
Scoville is no criminal lawyer. 1 have given 
him points all the time, but then he has d o n e 
very well. He has worked hard and 1 d o n ’t 
know but that I am as well satisfied as if I 
had managed it alone.” Hesitating a m o­ 
ment, he continued: 
‘‘When I say alone I 
mean” (evidently fearini; the reporter m ig h t 
imagine he had lost sight of the Deity and in ­ 
spiration feature of his defense) “Scoville 
loses sight. o£ the main feature. 
H e sta rte d 
out'with the proposition that an insane m an 
must be a half idiot.” 


Guiteau announced his intention of cross- 
examining the government experts. 
T h ey 
had not, he said, touched upon the m ysteri­ 
ous influence or impulse which often im pels 
one to do things even in the ordinary and 
minute transactions of life when there m ay 
be present no sufficient reason either in m in d 
or in sense from surroundings for any p artic­ 
ular exercise of will upon the body. 
Som e­ 
times a man suddenly feels an im pulse to 
turn around, and in doing so, fears some one 
of whom, perhaps, he has just been th in k ­ 
ing, or often obeys what he terms p resenti­ 
ment. 


Guiteau appeared to keenly feel th at he had 
been defrauded by those persons who h ad 
sold to the press interviews with him w ith o u t 
even offering him a division. 


Scoville’s attention was called to the al­ 
leged statement of Mills, that he found on 
taking a cast of Guiteau’s head that one sid e 
was more fully developed than the other. 
I f 
his statement is reported 
correctly, said 
Scoville, it will sustain the theory I have 
maintained throughout, and Dr. H am ilton 
will have to take back some of his testim ony, 
for he testified that his head was sym m etrical, 
and Mills’ statements support the statem ent 
of the expert for the defense, and I th in k 
every expert will admit that where the h e ad 
is developed smaller on one side it form s th e 
basis for an unbalanced brain and can becom e 
ground work for a case of insanity. 
If M ills 
substantiates the statement I shall sum m on 
him as witness. 


Scoville thinks two weeks more will be re­ 
quired to finish the trial.

England. 


W a sh in g t o n, December l ó .— T he follow- 
ins instructions from Secretary B laine in 
reference to a modification of th e C layton 
Bulwer treaty were sent to the* sen ate to-day 
by the president in answer to a resolution of 
that body:

Great Britain and the United States, com­ 
monly known as the Clayton-Bulwer treaty.

•Nicaragua agreed that neither one or the 
other will ever obtain or m aintain for itseli 
any exclusive contract over said sh ip canal 
and that neither will erect or m aintain an\ 
fortification commanding the sam e o r tin 
vicinity thereof.

The position o f the 
home government, wi!h its extended colonial 
possessions,-requires the British em pire to 
maintain a vast naval establishm ent w hich in 
our continental solidity we don't need añil in 
time of peace shall never create. 
I f the 
United States binds itself not to fo rtify on 
land it concedes that Great Britain in a possi­ 
ble case of struggle for control of the canal 
shall have at the outset an advantage w hich 
would prove decisive, and which could no t be 
reversed exc ept by expenditure of treasu ry 
and force. 
The pre.'Uinptive intention o f the 
treaty was to place the two powers on a plan e 
of perfect equality in respect to the canal, 
but in practice, as 1 have indicated,

The treaty binds the United States 
not

military occupation on land a m atter e n tirely 
within the discretion of her m ajesty's govern­ 
ment. 
The military power of the U nited 
States, as aliovvn by the leeeni civil w ar, is 
without limit, and in any conflict on the 
American continent, altogether irresistible. 
The Clayton-Bulwer treaty comm ands th is 
government not to use a single regim ent of 
troops to protect its interests in (ujiineetion 
with the inter-oceanic canal, but to su rren d er 
the transit to the guardianship and control ot 
the British navy. 
11’ no American soldier is 
to be quartered on the isth'.ius to protect, the 
rights of lys country i», the inter-oceanic 
canal, surely by the tai. logic of n eu trality 
no war vessel of Great Britain should be per­ 
mitted to appear in the waters th at control 
either entrance of the canal. 


More comprehensive objection to the trea ty 
is urged by this government. 
Jts provisions 
embody a misconception of the relative p o si­ 
tions ot Great Britain and the U nited S tates 
with respect to the interest of each govern- 
'liient in questions pertaining to this co n ti­ 
nent. 
The government of the U nited S tates 
have no occasion to disavow an aggressive 
disposition, 
its entire policy has esiaolished 
its pacific character, and among its chief 
aims is to cultivate most lneiitAty and in ti­ 
mate relations with its neighbors, both inde­ 
pendent and colonial. 
A t the same tim e tiiis 
government, with respect to European state.", 
will not consent to perpetuate any treaty th at 
impeaches our lights and long established 
claims to priority on the American continent. 
The United States seeks to use only tor the 
defense ot its own interests the sam e fore­ 
cast and provision which her m ajesty's gov­ 
ernment so energetically employs in the de- 
leiii-e ot the intew*i ol the iim i>h em pire Vo 
guard her eastern possessions, to secure most 
rapid tiaiisit lor tumps and munitions of w ar, 
ami prevent any oilier nation having equal 
facilities in the same dhection. 
(n e a t B iit- 
aiii holds ami fortifies all strategic points» th a t 
control the route to India. 
At (lioraltar, at 
Malta, at Cyprus, her fortifications 
give 
her mastery 
of the M editerranean. 
She 
holds a controlling interest in the 
Suez 
caual, and by her fortifications at A den and 
ou the Island of Ferim she%xcludes all other 
powers from the waters of the lied Sea. 
It 
would, in the judgment of the president, be 
no more unreasonable for the U nited States 
to demand a share in their fortifications o r 
demand their absolute neutralization, th an 
for England to make the same dem and in 
perpetuity from the United States w ith re­ 
spect to transit across the A m erican conti­ 
nent. The possessions which Great B ritain 
thus carefully guards in the east are not of 
more importance to her than is the Pacific 
slope, with its present development and as­ 
sured growth, to the government of the 
Lnited States. 
States and territories a p p u r­ 
tenant to the Pacific ocean, and dependent on 
it for a commercial outlet and hence d irectly 
interested in the canal, comprise an area of 
nearly eight hundred thousand square m iles, 
larger in extent than the German em pire and 
the four Latin countries of Europe com bined. 
This vast region is but fairly beginning its 
prosperous development 
Six thousand m iles 
of railway are already constructed w ithin its 
limits and it is a moderate calculation to-day 
that within the current decade the n u m ­ 
ber of 
miles will at 
least be doubled. 


In the near future the money valun of its su r­ 
plus for exports will be as large as th a t of 
British India, and perhaps larger: nor m u st it 
•be forgotten that India is but a distant colo­ 
ny of Great Britain, while the region on th e 
Pacific is au integral portion of our national 
union and is of the very. form and body o f 
our state. The inhabitants of In d ia are 
alien from England in race, language and re­ 
ligion; the citizens of California, Oregon an d 
„Nevada, with adjacent territories, are of o u r 
own blood and kindred, bone of our bone an d 
flesh of our flesh. 


Great Britain appreciates the advantage 
and perhaps necessity of maintaining, a t th e 
cost of a large military ami naval estab lish ­ 
ment, an interior and nearest route to In d ia, 
while any nation with hostile intent is com ­ 
pelled to take a longer route and travel m an y 
thousand additional miles through dangerous 
seas. I t is hardly conceivable that tiie sam e 
great power which considers herself ju stiiled 
m taking these precautions for the safety of 
a remote colony on another cootioeat should 
object to tbe Uflited 
sfopttag similar , 


but far less demonstrative m easures 
for 
protection of distant shores of h er own do­ 
main for drawing together of the extrem es 
of the union in still closer bonds of interest 
and sympathy, and for holding; in quiet de­ 
termination of honorable 
seif-defense the 
absolute control of the great w ater-w ay which 
shall unite the two nations, and which the 
United States will always insist upon treating 
as part of her coast line. 
If a hostile move­ 
ment should at any time be m ade against the 
Pacific coast threatening danger to its people 
and destruction to its property, the govern­ 
ment of the United States w ould feel it had 
been unfaithful to its duty and neglectful to­ 
wards its own citizgns if it perm itted itself 
to be bound by a treaty which gave the same 
right through the canal to a w ar ship bent on 
an errand of destruction th at is reserved to 
its own navy sai!ir% for the defeuse of our 
coast and the protection of the lives of our 
people; and as England insists 
by 
the 
right of her power that her enem ies in war 
shall strike her Indian possessions 
only 
by doubling the Cape of Good Ilope, so the 
government of the United States will equally 
insist that the interior, m ore speedy and 
safer route of the canal shall be reserved for 
ourselves, while our enem ies, 
if we shall 
ever lie so unfortunate to have any, shall be j 
remanded to the voyage around Cape Horn, j 
The consideration of controlling on this ques- j 
iion is a well-settled conviction on the part of | 
his government that only by tin1 U nited | 
States e.xercisimr supervision c.tn it cause the 
•anal to be definitely and at all tim es secured 
gainst tin; interference and obstruction inci- 
eiital to war. 
The mere arg u m en t of neu- 
.lality between the great pow ers of E urope 
iiiight prove ineffectual to preserve the canal 
in time nf hostilities. 
The first step in a gen­ 
eral European war would in all probability 
¡>e to annul the treaty of n eu trality am i the 
strategic position of tne canal com m anding 
both oceans might be held by th e first naval 
power that could seize it. 
I f this should 
he done the United 
States 
w ould 
sulfer 
such grave inconveniunce and loss in her do­ 
mestic commerce as would force the du ty of 
defense and protection by w ar on h er p art for 
the mere purpose of gaining th a t control 
which in advance she insists is du« to her 
ptiilfion and demanded by her necessities.

aiii not arguing or assum ing th a t a general 
war or any war at all is im m inent in Europe, 
but it must not he forgotten th at w ithin the 
past twenty-five years all the great pow ers of 
Europe, have been engaged in \var: m ost of 
them more than once.

United States exchanged hostile shot w ith any j 
European power. It is in the highest degree im­ 
probable for a hundred years to com e even, 
that the experience will be repeated. 
It con­ 
sequently becomes evident that one conclusive 
mode of preserving the isthm us canal from 
possible destruction by war is to place it un­ 
der the control of that governm ent least likely 
to be engaged in war and able in any and in 
every event to enforce the guardianship which 
she will assume for self protection of her own 
interests. Therefore the United S tates in the 
first instance asserts her right to control the 
isthmus transit, and secondly she by such 
control obtains that absolute neutralization of 
the canal as respects European pow ers, w hich 
can in no other way be certainly a ttain ed and 
| lastingly assured.

Another consideration forcibly suggests the 
| necessity of modifying the convention under 
i discussion. At that time it was ajrreed

; that (heat Britain 'Mid the United S tates were 
the only nations

other leading nations have greatly enlarged 
their commercial connections w ith th at eoun- 
trv and are to dav contendiiiLr for sim rem aev 


cstablishment of a free port at each end of 
whatever caual may be constructed, if Eng­ 
land desires it to be retained. 


-Fourth, the clause in which the two gov­ 
ernments agree and made treaty* stipulations 
for a joint protectorate of whatever railway 
or canal might be constructed at Tehuantepec 
or Panama has never been perfected. 
No 
treaty stipulations have been proposed or 
suggested by either party, although citizens 
of the United States long since constructed a 
railway at Panama, and are now engaged in 
the same work at Tehuantepec. 
It is a fair 
presumption, in the judgm ent of the presi­ 
dent, that this provision should be regarded 
annulled by nun-aetion and common consent 
of the two governments. 


Fifth, tho clause defining 
the distance 
from either end of the canal, w here in time 
of war captures might be made by either 
belligerent on the high seas, w*as left incom­ 
plete and the distance never determined. 
In 
the judgment of the president, speaking in 
the interests of peaceful commerce, this dis­ 
tance should be made as liberal as possible, 
and might, with advantage, as a question re­ 
lating to the high seas and common to all 
nations, be a matter of stipulation between 
the great powers of the world. 
In assuming 
as a necessity the political control of what­ 
ever canal or canals may be constructed 
across the isthmus, the United States wrill act 
in harmony with governments within whose 
territories canals shall be located. 
Between

I no rivalry, no distrust.

affected. Nor does the United States seek 
any exclusive or narrow* commercial advan­ 
tage. 
It frankly agrees and will by public 
proclamation declare at the proper time, in 
conjunction with the republic on whose soil 
the canal may be located, that the same 
rights and privileges, the same tolls and obli­ 
gations for the canal shall «apply with abso­ 
lute impartiality to the m erchant marine of 
every nation on the globe; and equally in 
time" of peace the harmless use of the canal 
shall be freely granted w ar vessels of either 
nation. In time of war, aside from the de­ 
fensive use to be made of it by the country 
in which it is constructed and by the United 
States, the canal shall be im partially closed 
against war vessels of all belligerents. 
Its 
desire and determination is that the canal 
shall be used only for the development and 
increase of peaceful commerce among all 
nations, and shall not be considered a strat­ 
egic point in warfare, which may tem pt ag­ 
gressions of belligerents or be seized undei* 
compulsions of military necessity by any of 
the

contests in which the United States has no 
state and will take no part. 
If it be asked 
why the United States objects to assent to a 
European guarantee to the term s of neutrali­ 
ty for the operation of the canal my answer 
is that the right to assent implies the right to 
dissent and thus th« whole question would be 
thrown open for contention as an interna­ 
tional issue. 
It is the fixed purpose of the 
United States to confine it strictly and solely

treaty assumed was under the sole control of 
two English-speaking nations. Indeed, so far 
as the canal .scheme now projected at P an a­ 
ma linds a national sponsor or a p atro n in its 
republic, France, the 
non-intervention en­ 
joined upon this country by the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, if applied 
to th a t canal, 
would paralyze the arm of the U nited States 
I in any attempt to obtain the rights and priv- 
) ilexes which this irovernment en tered into 
! through solemn oath with the K epnblie of 


j Colombia anterior to the C layton-B ulw er con­ 
vention. 
So that modification of th e treaty 
of ISoO now sought is not only to free the 
United States iron» unequal and inequitable 
obligation to Great Britain, but also to allow 
this government to treat with all o th er nations 
seekinii a foothold on the isthm us on the sam e 
basis of impartial justice and independence. 


One of the motives that originally induced 
this government to assent to the Cluytrm-Bul- 
wer treaty not. distinctly expressed i * 1 the in­ 
strument, but inferable from every line of it, 
was the expected aid of'B ritish capital in the 
construction of the 'Nicaragua canal. 
T hat 
expectation has not been realized, and the 
elnuured condition of this country since 1350 
lias dimini-hed, if it has not en tirely rem oved 
from consideration, any advantage to be d e­ 
rived, from that source. 
W henever, in the 
judgment of the United States governm ent, 
the time shall be auspicious and th e condition 
for the construction of the favorable canal, 
no aid will be needed outside of the resources 
of our government and people; and w hile 
foreign capital will always be w elcom ed and 
never repelled, it can’t henceforth en ter as an 
essential fact in the determ ination of this 
problem. 


It is earnestly hoped by the p resident th at 
the considerations you presented w ill have 
due weight and influence w ith her m ajesty ’s 
government, and that the m odifications o f the 
treaty desired by the United S tates w ill be 
conceded in the same friendly sp irit in w hich 
they are asked. 


The following is a summary of th e changes 
necessary to meet the views of th is govern­ 
ment: 


First, every part of the treaty w hich forbids 
the United States fortifying the canal and 
having political control of it in conjunction 
with the country in which it is located, to be 
cancelled. 


•Second, every part of the treaty in w hich 
Great Britain and the United S tates agree to 
make no acquisition of territory in C entral 
America to remain in full force a s in the 
original proposition. 
This governm ent would 
not admit that Great Britain and th e U nited 
States should be put on the sam e basis even 
negatively with respect to territorial acquisi­ 
tion ou the American continent, an d w ould 
be unwilling to establish such precedent w ith­ 
out full explanation; but the treaty contains 
that provision with respect to C entral A m eri­ 
ca, and if the United States should seek its 
cancellation it might give rise to erroneous 
and mischievous apprehensions am rn g a peo­ 
ple with wlifim this government desires to be 
ou the most friendly terms. 
T he U nited 
States has taken special Occasion to assure 
Spanish-American republics to the so u th of 
us that we don't intend and d o n 't de»iie to 
cross their borders, or in any w ay disturb 
their territorial inteicrity. anil we shall not 
willingly incur the risk of m isunderstanding 
by annulling clauses in the C layton-B ulw er 
treaty which forbid such a step w itn C entral 
American acquisition. 
M ilitary and naval 
stations necessary for the protection of the 
canal 
and voluntarily ceded th e U nited 
States by the Central American states are not 
to be regarded as a violation of th e provision 
contained in the foregoing. 


Third, the yaited States will not objeo: 
to iqalntaiaipg tbs clause loofeisg to the 


lews now suggested and the propositions 
now submitted additional evidence of the 
desire of the government to remove "ill possi­ 
ble grounds of controversy between the two 
nations which have so many reasons for an hon­ 
orable and lasting peace.You will at theearliest 
opportunity acquaint Lord Granville with the 
]mrpose of the United States touching the 
Clayton-Buhver treaty, and in your own way 
you will impress him fully with the views of 
your government. 
I refrain from directing 
that a copy of this instruction be left with his 
lordship because in reviewing the case I have 
necessarily been compelled in drawing illus­ 
trations from British policy to indulge some­ 
what freely in “arguinentum ad hominem.’ 
Tliis course of reasoning in instructions to our 
own ministers is altogether legitimate and 
pertinent, and yet might seem discourteous 
it addressed directiy to the British govern­ 
ment. You may deem it expedient to make 
this explanation to Lord Granville.

His Arguments and His Methods. 


By 0. H. Rothncker in Denver Tribune. 


Air. Ingersoll is a great phrase-maker. He 


lias many musical mannerisms. The element 
in his lectures which tends mostly to make 
them widely read Is the exquisite fugue on 
domestic love which he is constantly playing. 
His arguments are not new, nor is the basis 
of Ms declamatory unbelief a foundation re- 
cently built. "Voltaire sneered before him; 
Volney philosophized before him; Tom Paine 
railed and denounced before him. They were 
hard, logical, analytical and sterile. He cov- 
ers tlia hardness and sterility with flowers of 
rhetoric. Ho adds to borrowed reason an 
artificial sentimentalism. Beauty and bru- 
tality go hand in hand wlthhlihi His infidelity 
is a Llllih who lures to spiritual rain. 


Jleh with strong brains do not follow him, 


anil therefore he is most dangerous. He is 
the apostle of the shallow; the demi-god of 
amateur thinkers. The graces of his oratory 
hold audiences which are above the substance 
iif his speech. He bedizens • impiety with 
pretty words, and exhibits reason as one 
would a puppet show to make the ground- 
lings laugh. An eloquent juggler, he at- 
tempts to teach truth by trickery. He hides 
the snake under the tropical luxuriance of 
word-blossoms. Distinctly practical, he buf- 
fets at the form because the essence is be- 
yond him. He plays with language in that 
which is essentially spiritual and beyond 
language. • He answers an organ tone with 
a jingle; 
a poem 
with 
a 
jibe. He 


is a phrase-huckster .preachtne; tjie gospel of 
unrest; a moment brawling at eternity. And 


I yet this man has done more to injure Christ!-., 


unity than any one who has eve'r written or 
spoken against it. Lacking the finer fibre 
himself, he has been singularly influential in 
bruising or destroying it wholly in others. 
There have been many answers to him, but 
the majority of them have been utter failures 
In effect. • So far he has held hls,pwn against

The reasons for this are palpable. An 


[analytical examination of his position shows 
(that it rests upon three pillars: 


First—The contradictions of the Old Testa- 


I nient as contained in certain texts. 


Second—The rapine and murder enjoined

Third—A sentimentalism which charges 


I that the family relations are destroyed, and 
I slavery taught in certain portions of the Bi-

[for the stubbornness and stupidity of the men 
I who have attempted to reply to liim. As long 
las it is maintained that the Bjble, from Geu- 
lesis to Revelations, 'is the inspired word of

[were the ' 'inspired amanuenses ."of theAl- 
liniglity, and that, in all the centuries from its 
[first delivery to the present time, there have 
[been neither changes nor opportunities for

Mr. Ingersoll's second great position is that 


Christianity teaches murder and polygamy 
and destroys the family relations. It does 
nothing of the kind. If it did, murder and 
polygamy would be as common in America 
to-day as daylight, for Christianity is stronger 
here than ever it was in Judea. The Christi- 
anity which is taught in the New Testament 
is the Christianity which was preached by 
Christ against the doctrines of the Scribes 
and Pharisees which are recorded in part in 
the Old Testament. It is Levitical purity 
without Levitical hair-splitlhg. It is Essene 
simplicity without Esseue asceticism. It is 
broad, and free, hud lender. It •vis spiritual 
cleanliness thrilled with the pulse-beats of 
divinity. The utterances of fanatics .can- 
not sully it. The blood-stains of conquest 
cannot soil it. It is a grand spiritual poem 
instead of a doubtful chronology. What is 
outside is fragmentary, and it needs no addr- 
tions. It is a harmonious whole in itself. 


It is easy for Mr. Ingersoll to take a passage 


from the Old Testament ordering the sack of 
a city, and then dwell pathetically upon the 
picture of a babe being torn from "the thrilled 
and happy arms of a mother." This has 
been done often enough, though not in- such 
happy phrases as he employs. But there is 
no argument in the position. If Christianity 
taught this once, it would teach it now, and a 
record of what was done more than a score Of 
centuries ago is no criticism of the -present. 
All the beauty and pathos of the home circle 
center in Christianity to-day. What is more 
exquisite and tender than • a f hild kneeling 
at the feet of a lovely mother and lisp- 
ing 
with 
sleep-clogged 
tongue 
the 


simple prayer which 
has 
been taught 


it? Mother-love and religion are so enwrap 
ped as to be almost identical. The child 
grows in years, and the wrinkles gather upon 
the loving face that had beamed above him. 
He goes out into the world, where there are 
ambitions and hopes and disappointments and 
realizations, unrest and strife—the world in 
which he is unjust, and injustice comes to 
him in turn—the world in which childhood 
becomes a tender reminiscence, as vague as 
the perfume of a garden in the silence of a 
summer night, and the present grows, hard 
and metallic. 
And yet,-though the -years 


carry him on and away, down devious and 
narrow paths, the? blessing of the old tender 
time is ever with him. The head which bent 
over him then has grown gray; the voice has 
grojvn tremulous, and tired; the feet step, 
wearily and cautiously down the shadowy 
declivity, yet the undying love- still sends-its- 
message for him to the lieart of the undying 
love,' which, in the form of a Galilean peas- 


lelmnges, the anti-orthodox, will have an ad- 
Ivantage which will strike every reasoning 
Iniiiid. The moment the theory of inspiration 
lis abandoned, and the historical portions of 
Ithe Bible are regarded us history, subject to 
•the errors of fact ' and opinion which be- 
llong to history, and to the alterations of time,, 
•Christianity will be on a foundation from 
[which it cannot be shaken. 
The essence 


[of the deliverance. is in a sentence from 
[Matthew Arnold: "He (the historian) may 
Live us, in the very same work, current er- 
[rors, and also fruitful and. profound new 
[truth, the error's future corrective." Why 
[should ministers of the gospel cling to this 
•theory of inspiration? 
It is not maintained 


[in the Bible itself. Indeed, the Bible is itself 
[a contradiction of it. The Old Testament is a 
[history of the creation of the world, of wars 
[and conquefts, of Jewish victory and Jewish 
[defeat. Is it necessary to maintain that this 
[narration of facts is inspired? The New Tes- 
|lament is a record of the birth, life and 
[death of Christ, with a subsequent detail of 
Itlie growth ot His doctrine, is it necessary 
[to maintain that these historical books, col- 
[ured by the minds and varying with the mem- 
ories of the apostles, are inspired? By no 
I means. What Christ himself said is thrilled 
I with inspiration. What the men who read 
Illis utterances by a dim light, the men who 
[disputed as to who should sit upon the right 
[and who upon His left hand in. the kingdom 
[of heaven, the men who slept while he 'cvied 
laloud in his agony in the sombre shawdows 
[and sentient silence of Gethsemane, the men 
[who deserted Him at the cross, and left him 
I to breathe out the God-life upon an atmos- 
phere tainted with jeers—what they wrote 
I with imperfect understandings need not be 
[called inspired, for all reason is opposed to 
lit. It is of profound interest, but no more. 


IE what men have given as God's utter- 


limees are true, then the old charge, which 
I lias traveled down the years and lodged hi 
I Ingersoll's mouth that God teaches polygamy 


murder, is true. If reason is consulted 
| and these passages in the Old Testament are 
[accepted as the utterances of men only, the 
Icliarge falls instantly "to the ground, and 
[Christianity is in a position to fight back. The 
[answer to the theory of inspiration may be 
I found in the life .of Christ.

[doctrine which were so constantly taught. 
[His life and teachings were utterly an tagonis- 
[ tic to the interpretations of the Scribes and 
I1 Imrlsees, who taught the very doctrines in 
| the Old Testament which to-day fumlsh 
I Ingersoll, and those of his kind, such a rich 
I source for argumentative'guffaws and 'noisy 
["enunciation. Christsaw> the defects long 
1 before they did, and the realization of it was 
[expressed in thai terrible outburst, beginning: 
I 'woe unto .you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
| crites, for ye pay tithe of mint, anise and cu- 
I ""in, and have omitted the weightier matters 
I of the law—justice, mercy and fidelity. Blind 
[guides that you are, straining at gnats and 


swallowing camels!" 
The doctrine-of the

ambition and fanaticism these are all ef- 
fective. As arguments against religion they 
have no force. Doctrine has too often been 
made a scape-goat for conspiracies of state; 
the church has too often been made a city of 
refuge for tainted reputations. 
Yet the 


higher teaching is not changeable with the 
effects of the lower teaching. That which 
.has been done by men In its name cannot 
be laid at its threshhold. The quarrels of 
creeds, the fanaticism 6f forms, the assertive- 
ness of sects, are all supplementary. They 
are finite additions to the infinite. 


Mr. Ingersoll says that Christ was a great 


man, a manly man, a lover of freedom, but no 
more. That He was enthusiastic, but not in- 
spired. That He was universal, but not di- 
vine. The 'position admits of little" argu- 
ment." It is above the cackle of the'present 
and the turmoil of patty reasonings.. TUG di- 
vinity of'Christ must rest upon belief.. It is 
not a subject to be made the football of pros 
and cons: The grand simplicity of the life 
He led, the -pastoral beauty of His wander- 
ings and teachings along the highways and 
through the'byways of Galilee,: the splendid 
courage with which He taught the 'truth that' 
was to be the light of the-world, In the face 
of the death which was sure to come, the 
marvelous quality of His words Which gave 
them a universality which will reach to the 
end of time, the sweet manliness, the exquis- 
ite justice, the broad generosity which mark- 
ed His erery step—all these may belong to 
earth and to man, but they have never been 
repeated in any life which has lived since, 
nor were they known in any life which had 
been lived' before Him. He preserved the 
harmony to the last, against temporal and 
church power, and at the end He was the 
joint sacrifice of both. Only in His utter- 
ances in tlie last hours Is there found any- 
thing for the quibDlers to pick over, and these 
are His words In the garden.. And what is' 
there in them? When the stern, starless dark- 
ness hung over the olives of Gethsemane and 
the disciples who could-"not watch one'hour" 
were asleep, when the winds shuddered eer- 
ily through the shrinking leaves, when the 
spirit of dread stood like a sentinel between1 
the time that had gone and the morrow that 
was to be an end yet a beginning, when' 
the God-life that had been a poem. of 
grace anil love and light was wandering 
down the valley of the shadow to tlie 
deeper blackness 
of 
n 
tragedy, is it 


strange that the great sad-eyed' Soul of Hu- 
manity who was both man and God should 
have suffered like the one and endured like 
the other. It is the accepted theory of, free 
thought that it was the fear of death, born in 
Him; which thrilled through the pathos of 
that wild cry: "Father, it it be possible, let 
this cup pass from me 1" Yet is it not more 
probable that it was tiie profound sorrow and 
pity that His people were about-to commit a 
great and causeless crime that forced the 
'words'?" Does .not the latter prayer which 
came iram Jrlls. whitening.. lips,-. iwheniJ,\vlthj 
unutterable love,;He looked from his dimmed 
and dying eyes upon His murderers, and, a 
Mediator in the death which was his life, 


eth nineteen centuries ago. This is not born 
of a doctrine of rapine, Mr. Ingersoll. 
It 


may be a superstition, but it is a beautiful 
one. 
It may be the scoff of intellectual 


hardness, but it is tender, nevertheless. 
It 


may be a doctrine of folly and falsehood, 
but it is folly begotten of love, and a false- 
hood which is a beautiful idyll. Men may 
sneer at it, but when the sneer comes one 
can not help thinking of the wild, haunting, 
despainng cry which came from Alfred de 
Musset on his death-bed: "Poisoned from 
youth with the writings of the encylcopre- 
dists, I early .imbibed the sterile milk of im- 
piety. 
Human 
pride, that god of in- 


sanity and impiety, closed my mouth ,to 
prayer. How miserable are those men who 
have railed at that which can save a human 
soul! 1 was born in a corrupt age, I have 
much to expiate. 
Pardon, O Christ, those 


who blaspheme I"

Because there are bad artists, one can not 


condemn art., Because there bad poets, one 
can not condemn poetry. Because there are 
bad Christians, one can not condemn Chris- 
tianity. There are dividing lines between the 
false and the seeming, and only the reason 
which Mr. Ingersoll boosts as the basis of his 
doctrine is necessary to throw the distinction 
under the light of a calcium. He holds reali- 
ty responsible'for the pretense. He talks of 
genuineness when he means hypocrisy. It is 
true that men enter the church-as a means of 
individual advancement. It is true that the 
church'is sometimes cowardly enough to ac- 
cept the eue-tenth as a tithe of that which 
was not honestly earned. It is true that pre- 
tentious piety can hold its own at times 
against the purity which should overthrow it. 
It is true that the mantle of the just has cov- 
ered injustice, and that falsehood has been a 
noisy partner of truth. Yet all these do not 
alloy the pure nietal 
They may deceive, but they do not change 


the order and make untruth truth. Those, 
who attempt it are the victims. Those who 
suffer it are worse if they ore willing knaves; 
they are to be pitied if they are pious dupes. 
The shams'which .Mr. Ingersoll talks of in 
churches, the wars which he talks of in the 
history of the churches, have nothing to do 
with religion. A church is merely the ex- 
pression of truth. If it is incomplete the 
truth is not hurt. It isjiot the less the truth. 
It is still the expression that is awkward. 
Because Raphael is copied by a fool is he the 
less Raphael? Because God is travestied by 
man is he the less God ? 


The argument will not do. One must deal 


with realities. He must take tilings as they 
are, and not as 
they 
are 
represented 


to 
be. 
There 
has 
been 
bigotry 
in 


the church. 
But 
there 
has 
been 


none in the religion. There has been perse- 
cution in the church. But there has been 
none in religion. 
Persecution is bigotry 


armed and in action, and bigotry is the bas- 
tard of unbelief, but that which is beyond it 


the gi'eat living truth—cannot beheld re- 


sponsible. It has not the bar sinister. They 
are separate, and should be so held. The 
scornful analysis of tlie scriptures which free 
thought is fond of making cannot be ap- 
plied in one case and ignored in another. To 
sustain a system of unbelief there must be a 
harmony of method. Justice cannot charge 
religion with the wroag-dolngs of its pretend- 
ed votaries. It must concede that in their 
wrong-doing they are doing that which is ex- 
pressly forbidden, and, therefore, no matter 
what their protestations may be, they are as 
much the opponents of religion as those who 
openly avow infidelity. Indeed, they are 
worse than the latter, for their hypocrisy 
makes them sneak-tbleves, stealing a name to 
which they have no right. 
It is not fair to talk of St. Bartholomew's 


day in the discussion. "It is not fair to take 
the exaggerated traditions of the Inquisition. 
It is not fair to note the record of blood In the 
middle ages. It is not fair to cite martyr- 


cried'out: "Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do I" support a newer 
theory.

They say that He 


was only a man. Ah, well! We are men 
also.

Mr. lugersoll says that the life of Christ 


and the doctrines of Christ are similar to the 
life of Buddha and the doctrines of Buddha, 
This has been said often enough before, but 
repetition does not make it true. The state- 
ment only proves a lack of analytic knowl- 
edge. There are resemblances but they are 
only surface. Buddha was a prince, He 
lived in the languid luxuriance of an Oriental 
coiirt until he became tired of Ufe,and all that 
pertained to it. He saw sickness sorrow and 
death about him, and the belief that to exist 
was to suffer became a conviction. All was 
vanity and vexation. Therefore lie abandon- 
ed his magnificence, deserted 
his 
wife, 


assumed the garb of a beggar, humiliated 
himself and' went out into the world to 
search for the secret of happiness. For sev- 
en 
years he 
sat tinder a 
tree 
and 


meditated, and when the seven years were 
ended, 
he 
found 
his 
answer, 


and went abroad preaching that happiness 
lay.iri utter annihilation, in a state of Nir- 
vana, in which there was nor thought, nor ac- 
tion, ner hope, nor fear, nor love, nor hate. 
His heaven is a voiceless «oid. His reward 
is a serene Nothing, 
He believed in doing 


good, and he taught his belief—but in this 
the resemblance begins and ends.

THE BAPTISTS' PBOFIT IN ST. PAUL. 


Lucky Stock Speculation Relieves a Now 


York Church of its Debt. 


•New York Tribune. 


One of the most extraordinary and longest 


continued church litigations on record in 
America has just been amicably concluded. 
Nineteen years ago the congregations of the 
Madison Avenue and Oliver Street Baptist 
churches were united and a leading feature 
of the union was that the property of the 
Madison Avenue church should be conveyed 
to the trustees of the other congregation. In 
November, 18(51, much dissatisfaction arose 
over what the Madison Avenue people claim- 
ed, was a breach of the understanding and in 
July, 1SG3, they brought suit to regain their 
property. 


The case did not reach tho court of appeals 


till 1STO, and was decided In favor of the 
Madison Avenue congregation. The other a;> 
pealed and in 1878 the decision was reverse.!. 
Each side had, up to that time, spent $30,000 
in legal expenses, and the Madison Avenue 
trustees found themselves, in addition, in- 
debted to the other church for $7(1,000. The 
settlement was made yesterday for §(J7,0()0. 
The Madison Avenue society will continue its 
work under the Rev. Dr. Bridgman at the for- 
mer edifice. Tho other society under tlie 
Rev. Dr. Elder is to build a new church edi- 
fice at Sixty-fourth street and Madison avenue 
and take a new name. 


The circumstances under which the Madi- 


son Avenue chuvcli secured the means to 
make this settlement easily are peculiar and 
interesting. In March, 187S, when this church 
was confronted with a reversal by tho court 
of appeals, which might result, as was esti- 
mated, in a cost to it pf $50,000, the members 
at once raised that sum and invested it to 
await the final decision of- the court. Jere- 
miah Millbank and one or two others of the 
wealthiest and most prominent members of 
t he church took upon themselves the respon- 
sibility for the investment, and put the money 
in St. Paul's railroad stock when.it was very 
low. 
The subsequent great increase in the 


value ot that stock enabled them nearly to 
treble the value of their fund. The conse- 
quence was that the church was enabled not 
only to pay- off the .'?I17,000 to the other church 
and put the latter upon a good financial 
basis, but to leave the Madison Avenue socie- 
ty a handsome surplus besides. As one of 
the prominent members of that church dryly 
remarked yesterday: "We Haptists always 
did lay great store by St. Paul." Mr. "Mill- 
bank, when questioned as to the details of 
the .investment, expressed an unwillingness 
to talk of it further than to express his grati- 
fication at tlie results, and to say that the in- 
vestment was not in any sense a church spec- 
ulation.

pounds. 


Certain orders, which were formerly con- 


ferred by a few privileged noble houses and 
which are usually believed to be extinct, may 
be had at a ridiculous figure. Among these 
latter is the Knighthood of Saint Sauvenr du 
Mont K<ial. It is in tlie gift of tlie Marquis 
do Kagny, and it is now offered through the 
agent for five pounds, or one hundred marks, 
While, the Grand Cross of this Order, the very 
cheapest legitimate decoration in the world, 
costs only fifteen shillings. 


Countships, baronies and diplomas of nobil- 


ity are somewhat dearer than orders. All the 
argumentative eloquence and commercial 
capacity of the advertiser have failed to pre- 
vail upon the little republic of San Marino to 
sell the aristocratic title of graf, grave, earl or 
count, for less than fifteen thousand marks, 
or seven hundred and fifty pounds; the valid 
"Barony" of the same republic, however, may 
be had for lour thousand marks; which 
shows that the dignity of a' count, in the esti- 
mate of tliis unrepubllcan pretty republic, is 
nearly four times as valuable as that of a 
baron. The agent assures us that a barony of 
the Papal See may be had for two hundred 
and fifty pounds. Some of these titles, we 
are informed, convey the stupendous privi- 
lege of being familiarly addressed bysove- 
reiRn .ptincfls as "Cousin." 


The gentlemen who covet academical titles 


are not forgotten by the advertiser; but it is 
worthy of note that tlie university degrees 
upon his book are derived.from America. 
Even the doctorate of Philadelphia, in spite 
of recent exposures, is included in his price 
current. It is due to him to say that he sol- 
emnly demands "proper qualilications" from 
all persons who wish to avail themselves of 
Ills mediation. The 'applicant must give a 
written reply to certain printed questions an 
to the "merits" which lie possesses and the 
''services" which he has re.ndered, especially 
in the direction of almsgiving and assistance 
to benevolent institutions. 


CHEAP NOBILITY. 


The Market for Titles and Their Cost. 


A German publicist has"put himself to the 


puiiis of collecting a mass of information up- 
on r.na of the most curious manifestations of 
human folly and vanity. He has entered 
into communication with the 
advertising 


aiients, authorized and unauthorized—prob- 
ably for ttie most part unauthorized—who 
undertake to gratify their greed for titles, or- 
ders and diplomas which is so largely devel- 
oped on the continent, and is not wholly un- 
known in England. 
Advertisements are 


often to be seen in foreign newspapers ot- 
feiing to provide duly qualified persons with 
aristocratic or literary titles. 
One of the 


most successful traders in this peculiar line, 
If, we can take the frequency of his advertise- 
ments as a proof, has his office in London, 
though we should judge from his name that 
he is- not an Englishman. This gentleman, 
like most of those in his profession, from 
time to time issues a "price current" of 
titles, diplomas and orders; »nd we have had 
the advantage of studying one of his later 
issues. According to his own representa- 
tion, he must have found some means of ac- 
quiring tlie confidence of a number of sov- 
ereign princes and of several princelings who 
seem to have the right to confer social prece- 
dences and dignities upon whomsoever they 
will; and who also pretend to an inherent ca- 
pacity of founding knightly orders, convert- 
Iny petty schools into universities, and turn- 
ing any plain "Mister," "Herr or "Monsieur"

The more elvated titles of "Prince" and 


"Duke" ara unhappily not within their com- 
pass, as these are only conferred by the 
rulers of great states, such as Germany, Aus- 
tria, Russia and Italy; and as the sovereigns 
and exchequers of these states are not under 
any pressing need of small sums of money, 
they do no business with the advertising traf- 
ficker in titles. It may be supposed that the 
agent above alluded to is a faithful adherent 
of the Vatican, as he places at the head-of 
his list, "Papal Orders and Titles." Arch- 
bishoprics and bishoprics, we need* hardly 
say, are omitted. The dignities offered to the 
purchaser aie in all cases secular, and pro- 
ceed from the Pope, not as bishop of Rome, 
but as secular ruler of the former states of 
the church. The papal order of St. Sylves- 
ter (the golden spur) is offered to ambitious 
Germans for two thousand five hundred 
markSjOr one hundred and twenty-live pounds 
sterling. The Order pf the Holy Sepulchre 
is cheaper, and may be obtained for five hun- 
dred marks less. 
The degree of a "papal 


count," on the other hand, Is very much 
dearer; it is not to he had for less than twen- 
ty thousand marks, or one thousand pounds, 
and the candidate must be able to produce 
the necessary qualifications. 
What these 


qualifications are is not stated; but they may 
doubtless be known upon payment of an ad- 
ditional fee. 


The Spanish orders appear to be compara- 


tively cheap, and we presume that the reason 
is to be found in the general feeling of un- 
certainty as to the duration of the rival Span- 
ish dynasties. The agent has three sorts at 
his disposal; and the qualified purchaser may 
become either a Knight of the Order of Isa- 
bella, the Order of Charles III., or the Order 
of Ferdinand. He can also obtain the Portu- 
gese "Christus Order" for the trifle of ten 
thousand marks,'or live hundred pounds. 


The advertiser is also honored with the 


confidence and custom of Mohammedan as 
well as Christian sorereigns, the Sultan of 
Turkey and the Shah of Persia enipowerlna; 
him to operate between them and European 
gentlemen Who may be greedy of magnificent 
eastern distinctions. The sultan, In-splte of 
his chronic need of money, insists upon up- 
holding tha Osmanje order of the first class 
at a very high figure; it is not to be procured 
for less than eighteen thousand marks. But 
his Ottoman majesty graciously consents to 
allow the third class of the same order to be 
sold by the1 agent for six thousand marks, or 
three hundred pounds. .The shah is far leas 
exacting. The order of the Sun o£ Nasr Ed- 
din ia the very cheapest knighthood in the 
universe; it costs only five hundred marks, or 
twenty-five pounds. Any European who pur* 
eh«es it c»n stick the word. "Chevalier" in 


Ancient Female Inventors,

Nitocris, the spouse of Nebuchadnezzar, Is 


described by M. Baudrlllart as the soul of his 
works, and to her is attributed tho design of 
the lake n'ame.l after her,- which served the 
doitble purpose of a fortification and a dam 
against the Euphrates when in Hood. The 
famous hanging gardens are also attributable 
to female influence, to the "longing of a 
Median princess, born in a more elevated 
region, for the coolness and shade of her 
native mountains. There were five of these 
gardens, about four English acres each, on 
terraces supported by columns and covered 
with mould thick enough for the largest trees 
to take root in it. One of the columns was 
hollow and contained a hydraulic machine to 
raise the required quantity of water. 
In 


fact, the art of gardening, with all its modern 
appliances, including Irrigation and the trans- 
plantation of grown trees, was practised in 
Babylon as effectively as in the Bols de Bou- 
logne or Hyde Park. 


The Roman writers speak of silk as a 


product of India, and it was unknown in 
Europe, except as'an imported and rare ar- 
ticle, prior to tlie sixth century; but the Chi- 
nese claim for an emuress, named Sillng-Chi, 
who lived B. C. 2050, the discovery of the arc 
of breeding and domesticating silk worms, 
that of winding ort their cocoons, and the 
fabrication of stuffs of .silk. She was deified 
as the discoverer in the threefold capacity, 
and down to our-tlme, according to M. Baud- 
rillnrt, the Chinese empresses, attended by 
their maids of honor, have been In the habit 
of offering annual sacrifices to Siling-Chi, and 
have deemed it a duty to rear silkworms. 
The export, of the seeds of the mulberry tree 
and the eggs of the worm was prohibited un- 
der pain of death, and the prohibitory law 
was rigidly observed for ages, till a Chinese 
princess betrothed to a king of Khotan, un- 
willing to dispense with silk, contrived to 
smuggle some of the seeds and eggs across 
the frontier In her hair. But the secret. did 
not reach Europe till A. 1). 552,. when, twd 
monks of the order of St. Basil made a pres- 
ent to Justinian of some of the seeds and 
eggs, which they brought from China, in the 
hollow of their pilgrim staves.

York and Philadelphia. By this instrument; 
a great advantage is gained over the ;old pro- 
cess for handling news, it Is to mi outsider a 
complex machine, and its mysteries arc known 
only to tho expert telegraph operator. 
Four 


diilerent matters of news can be sent and re- 
ceived over a single wire simultaneously by 
its use. The Associated • Press will now be 
enabled to send and .receive its news • with 
fourfold celerity. The limit of the. capacity 
of the most po\yerful of these telegraph'ma- 
chines is said to be eleven simultaneous 
messages over a single wire. By this means 
such a document us the. president's message 
could be sent iu pans simultaneously over a 
tingle wire in a very brief time.

INDIAN SUPPLIES. 


Complaints have been received that much 


difficulty is experienced in getting Indian 
agency supplies transported, caused princi- 
pally by the failure of contractors to perform 
their duties. A large quantity of suoplies 
are Reported frozen up in the rivers of the 
northwest, with no probability of reaching 
their destinations before spring. It is the in- 
tention of the Indian bureau of the United 
States to hold contractors to a strict accounta- 
bility for their neglect. The agencies are 
making loud calls for vaccine matter. 


CHINESE LEGATION. 


The new Chinese minister and members of 


the legation are expected .to-morrow morn- 
ing. The party is said to consist of twenty- 
eight persons, eleven of whom are servants 
The wife of the minister is the first Chinese 
lady of rank who has visited the United 
(states. The legation will liveat the Arlington 
hotel until their permanent 'quarters are 
ready. A parlor and suite of rooms, includ- 
ing a. private dining-room, have been hand- 
somely fitted up for the minister and wife. 
Separate quarters are prepared for the at- 
taches of the legation and bervaiits. The 
party will occupy Uventy rooms in all, and 
they are expected to remain at the Arlington 
about three weeks.

ST. PETERSBURG, December 20.—Lieuten- 


ant Anoutecine, governor general of Eastern 
Siberia, who has just arrived here, brought 
the news of a steamer of the North Amer- 
ican polar expedition -which had been lost 
since 1879, had been discovered and assist- 
ance rendered the crew. It is believed here 
this refers to the Jeannette. The crew are 
said,to have suffered no loss. 


LONDON, December 20.—The finding of the 


Arctic exploring steamer Jeannette, was re- 
ported to a meeting of the Royal geographical 
society to-day. 


NEW YORK, December 20.—The Commer- 


cial Advertiser prints the following: A pri- 
vate dispatch sent by the secretary of state to 
the Herald office this afternoon, announcing 
the loss of the Jeannette and rescue of two 
boats tilled with men, containing three offi- 
cers and twenty-three of the crew. The other 
boat has not yet been heard from, and is sup 
posed to have been lost. Following is a copy 
of the dispatch: "Washington, D. C., Decent 
ber 20.—The following telegram has just been 
received from Hoffman, charge d'affaires o* 
the United States at St. Petersburg: The 
Jeannette was crushed in the ice on June It, 
latitude 770 north, longitude 157O east.

crushed, of course, we cun only surmise, as 
the men may have gone a considerable dis- 
tance in their boats. I think that the third 
boat will yet be heard from. You see trav 
eling In the Arctic regions Is much safer than 
people suppose it is. Whatever happens, you 
have always ice under you. The open Polar 
sea is a myth and the percentage of lives 
lost in Arctic explorations is only guessed. 


Henry Wilton Grinnell,' whose father sent 


out two expeditions, come to see me this af- 
ternoon. . He said he thought it was mucl 
safer to go to the Arctic sea than it was to 
stay and try to cross New York streets ever j 
day. The loss of the Jeannette, 'however, is 
an argument in favor of my theory as to' the 
best route to the North pole. There are three 
ways, you know—Smith's Sound, Behring'i 
Strait and the Spitzbergen route. North of 
Behring's Strait the water is shallow, and tho 
deep Ice Is apt to stick on the bottom, thus 
making the passage difficult. In the Spitz- 
bergen route the ice was so thick that the 
Dutch expedition under Barentz was unable 
to get through it at all, and I think as mos 
Americans do, that Smith's Sound route is the 
safest and most practicable. 


By the way, my plan-to reach the Nortl 


pole with Lieutenant Schwatka is receiving 
much support here. A committee will be 
formed in this city soon to co-operate witl 
the British committee, and among others Grin 
nell has promised to be a member, and he has 
offered to act as secretary. This afternoon i

Ignatieff has -just received the following tele- 
gram which I transcribe literally: 


IHKOUTSK, December 10—6:55.p. m. • 


The governor of Yakoutsk writes that on 


the 14th of September three natives of Hogan 
Ouloussdezigane at. Cape Barhay, 140 versts 
or about 90 miles north of Cape Bikoff, dis- 
covered a large boat with eleven survivors 
from the shipwrecked, steamer Jeannette. 
They had suffered greatly. The adjunct of 
tho chief of the district was immediately 
charged to proceed with doctors and medi- 
cines to succor the survivors at Yakoutsk and 
to search for the rest of the shipwrecked 
crew. 
Five hundred roubles have been 


assigned to meet the most urgent expenses. 
. The engineer, Melville, has sent three iden- 
tical telegrams, one addressed to the London 
office of the Herald, one to the secretary of 
the navy at Washington, and. a third to the 
minister of the United States at St. Peters- 
burg. The poor fellows have losteserythine. 
Engineer Melville says that the Jeannette was 
caught and crushed by Ice on the 23d of June, 
in latitude 7>»north and 157 east longitude. 
The survivor of the Jeannette went in three 
boats. Fifty miles from the mouth of the 
Lena they lost sight of each other during a 
violent gale and dense fog. Boat No. 8, un- 
der command of Engineer Melville, reached' 
the eastern mouth of the Lena on the 29th of 
September, and was stopped by Icebergs near 
to the hamlet of Idolatro until the 29th of Oc 
tober. 


There also arrived at Balouego boat No 


1, with the sailors Ninderman and Noras. They 
brought information that Lieutenant De Long 
Drs. Ambler and Roger and other, survivors 
had landed at the northern mouth of the 
'Lena, where they are at present in a most dis- 
tressing state, many having their limbs frozen. 
An expedition was immediately sent from 
Bolonetra.to make diligent, search for the un- 
fortunates who are'In danger of death. 
Melville adds that money was urgently needed 
and should be sent per telegraph'to Gakoutek 
and Irkoutsk, and urgently requested that 
0,000 roubles be transmitted immediately to 
the governor of Yakoutsk for researches, as- 
sistance and care, as well as for the return 
and conveyance of shipwrecked men to the 
house of 'the governor, where there is a sur- 
geon who will bestow upon them all possible 
care.

AECTIC EXPLORATIONS. 


Wo r/resont to our readers this morning a 


tiue story of tie R. E. Lee mine as shown in 
the sworn evidence before the circuit court. 
We published a few days ago a story from the 
Denver News, which was evidently prepared 
by the attorneys of the Rogers' parties and 
was inconsistent in many instances with the 
testimony before the court. No defense of 
Mr. Howbert and his partners has been nec- 
essary, as they stand too high iu our com- 
munity to be even suspected of crookedness 
in these transactions.

The rescue of a part of the crew of the 


Jeannette revives the interest in the explora- 
tions of the polar seas. Already considerable 
anxiety had been expressed for this vessel 
which left the Pacific coast in the summer of 
18T9 and had not been seen or heard from since 
September of that year. Last week there 
was a meeting of Royal Geographical society 
at which it was determined to seek aid from 
the government to rescue the daring explor- 
ers. There has also been great interest in 
France and the Scandinavian peninsula in the 
fate of the crew. 
Happily the suspense is 


almost at an end and it is to be hoped that all 
of the crew will be rescued. 


The place of their rescue shows that the 


theory of the Herald was right as to the direc- 
tion in which the Jeannette had> gone. Ad- 
miral Collinson, who is the highest living au- 
thority on navigation in the seas northeast ot 
Behring strait, thought that she had gone in 
an easterly direction, and would be found 
north of this continent. Lieutenant How- 
gaad, of the Danish navy, also thought with 
the Herald the search to the westward most 
likely to be successful. 


These explorations have always been fas- 


cinating to the hardy sailors, and their history 
makes one of the most interesting as well as 
one of the most exciting parts of our -lit- 
erature. These explorations began with the 
Vikings in the ninth century when they set- 
tled Iceland. In 983 Erik the Red discovered 
the east coast of Greenland. In 14T7 it was 
supposed that Columbus visited Iceland and 
Greenland. During the latter part of the 
fifteenth century, and during the sixteenth 
the Cabots, Cartler Frobisher, Burroughs and 
others made daring attempts to find a north- 
western passage. The Dutch merchantmen 
at the same time made adventurous expe- 
ditions, and one John Cornelius Ryp in 1507 
reached 80° north latitude. All these fail- 
ures totfind a northwestern or northeastern 
passage led to an attempt in 1607 to find a 
way across the pole. Henry Hudson com- 
manded the expedition and reached 8IP north 
latitude. He failed, but the attempt was not 
given up until several other expeditions had 
been fitted out. During the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries the Russians sent out 
several expeditions which explored the north- 
ern coast of Asia. 


The English during the last part of the 17th 


and the 18th centuries practically abandoned 
these explorations. But In 1818 the search 
for the New York passage was resumed 
under Sir John Ross. From 1818 there have 
been continuous expeditions made by Swedes, 
Norwegians, Austrlans, Russians, English and 
Americans. 
The names of Ross, Franklin, 


Kane, and Nordenskiold have been made im- 
mortal by the brave explorations of themselves 
and crew. While .we have not thought these 
expeditious settled alt of the vexed questions 
which have prompted them, they have added 
Immensely to our knowledge of the polar 
regions and render a final solution more 
probable.

But those who 
differed with him in regard to Grant will be 
as much pleased with this nomination as will 
those who "were especially identified with 
Grant's administration.

They have been pure 
and clean. Amid the dark days of 1873-76, 
when one after another of the country's idols 
were broken, no suspicion ever even tarnished 
the upright characters cf these men. Had 
Grant only been fortunate enougii to have 
been surrounded by such men the term 
"Grantism" had .never been added to our po 
litical vocabulary.

Ex-Senator Howe has had a political life of 


remarkable length, honor, and experience. 
He was born in Maine In 1816. About 1845 
he removed to Wisconsin because of ill health. 
He settled at Green Bay .and soon built up a 
large legal practice. • His success was so 
gre'at that in 1851 ho was nominated and 
elected judge 
of 
the 
supreme 
court 


of his state. In 1855 he resigned because of 
the insufficient salary and again returned to 
the practise of law. But his Interest in the 
great questions which were then agitating the 
country did not allow him to remain long in 
the quiet practice of his profession. He took 
an active part In the discussion of the Kansas, 
Nebraska bill and other cognate questions. 
This interest and the ability which he dis- 
played In the discussions immediately gave to 
him n leading position in the recently organ- 
ized republican party. In 1857 he was put 
forward as a candidate for the United States 
senate and lacked only a few votes of 
electiop.

election 
in 


1861 
lie 
was 
again 
made the candi- 


date 
of 
his 
party, and 
elected. 
He 


was afterwards substantially endorsed by a 
re-election in 1807 and 1878, thus serving 
eighteen consecutive years. At the end of 
his last term, he was next to Senator Anthony 
the oldest senator In consecutive . service. 
During this time he was ranked perhaps with 
the conservative partisans, if we may be al- 
lowed to use such a term. He was always a 
strong and loynl party man, but his judicial 
training and temperament did not- lead him 
into the mistakes winch some of his less bal- 
anced party associates made. He perhaps 
best showed Ills loyalty to his party and his 
ability to discern the vital issues before the 
country in his .opposition to the 
"my 


policy" of Andrew Johnson. 
Few men

stand 
in remaining true to his 
party 


than Senator Howe. In 1865, when Johnson 
began to deyelope his policy, it seemed inev- 
itable that Wisconsin would go with him and 
sustain him. Randall, the war governor, a 
most astute and popular politician, was post- 
master general. Senator Doolittle was little 
short of worshipped in his party. These two 
men, who at the time were the strongest and 
most prominent politicians in Wisconsin, de- 
termined to carry the state 'for Johnson. 
They had all the help that absolute control 
of patronage, successful political careers, 
hosts of personal political friends, and a long 
and complete control of the party organiza- 
tion could give to them. They succeeded in 
carrying the.convention in 1865, and securing 
the passage of resolutions of endorsement of 
"my policy."

this action. For the first and only time, we 
believe, he attended a state convention. He 
was beaten.

In the last house 
four were from the west, three from the 
south, two from the northeast and two from 
the middle states. Of these, one from New 
England was a greenbacker, so that the 
eastern views were directly represented by 
only three out of the eleven members. 
This 


is changed in the present house. The middle 
states have five members, the west three, New 
England two and the south one. The eastern 
sentiment will therefore have seven of the 
eleven members. The chairman is from Mas- 
sachusetts. For many years Mr. Buckuer, of 
Missouri, had been chairman. The committee 
Is a safe one. 


The committee on, appropriations is the 


only other committee where the names are 
given full. This is a well made up committee, 
consisting of the best speakers on both sides 
of the house. Neither tariff nor section play 
any important part in the composition of this 
committee. It is only a question of selecting 
good and careful business men who can clear- 
ly give their views to the house.

They are not all favorable, but still the ap- 
pointments are, fairly good. It is a good 
while since any speaker 1ms had no poor 
material to select from. This should be 
taken into account in criticising the judg- 
ment of the speaker. 
The republicans have 


no tried or experienced leaders. Hence no 
one man had a pre-eminent claim to any 
strong position which his colleagues were 
ready to recognize. Each good position had a 
dozen 
claimants, 
each of 
whom 
was 


equally able to fill the position. 
This 


made Speaker Keifer's task particularly diffi- 
cult. Lookingover tile-committees we do not 
find a single person who is chairman who has 
a wide national reputation like 'that pos- 
sessed by Garfield, Elaine, Hoar, Dowes or 
Butler when iu the house. Take for exam- 
ple the committees appointed by Blaine in 
the forty-second congress. Then Dawes was 
chairman of the committee on ways and 
means, Garfield of appropriations, Bingham 
of judiciary, Banks of foreign affairs, Sam- 
uel Hooper 'of banking and currency, Sam- 
uel Shellabarger of commerce, W. A, Wheeler 
of Pacific railroads, Philetus Sawyer of 
public expenditures Butler of revision of 
laws' and Poland of committee on insurrec- 
tionary states. These were all prominent 
men and strong men before the country, and 
are in striking contrast to the men With un- 
made reputations who now head the house 
committees. Dawes had been in the iiouse 
fourteen years when put at the head of the 
committee on ways and means in 1871.

The Wonderful Growth of London. 


London News. 


' The great and rapid extension of modern 


London can hardly fail to strike the most su- 
perficial observer. Only a few years ago it 
was common to speak of the belt of suburbs 
round the great city Itself as if it were dis- 
tant froin the main body, like one of the rings 
of Saturii; but of late the belt has become ab- 
sorbed into the main body, or rather the body 
has expanded to the dimensions of its former 
ring. The process begun flgas ago continues, 
but with greater celerity than of old. It re- 
quired ages to knit the cities of London and 
Westminster firmly together. It has required 
only one to bring the outlying villages of 
Islington and Hoxton within the scope of 
London proper; It has taken but half a cen- 
tury to link Chelsea, Hammersmith and Ful- 
ham with Piccadilly; and no more than twen- 
ty years have made Baling and Acton part <>J 
the vast province of brick and mortar known 
as London. Town and townlet expanded to 
meet each other, and it is now possible to 
drive from Turnham-greeii on one road or 
Ealing on the other to Blackwall or Mile- 
end-gate, without encountering any substan- 
tial break in the succession of streets. In 
the process of agglomeration the first stop is 
generally to build up the two sides of the 
main thoroughfare. A sort of back-bone be- 
ing thus established, ribs spring out In the 
form of lateral roads leading nowhere. By 
degrees, they reach other roads pf equally un- 
decided purpose, and frequent connection is 
established between the main highway*. 
West of Hyde Park this process has been go- 
ing on for considerable time. One extensive 
set of grounds after another has been ab- 
sorbed, until the Park nf Holland . House 
itself is Impinged upon, and the seclusion of 
Caiupdeit hill and Addition road "opc-;ie<l up' 
by many fashionable thoroughfares. Farther 
down the road in Urn same dltectUm large 
spaces 
of 
ground 
remained 
till 


lately either as ornamental or market gar- 
dens, orchards or pasture. -Brook Qreeu, im- 
mortalized as the abode of Punch's one mili- 
tiaman, long preserved Its rural aspect, though 
it was only a bowshot from bursting Hammer- 
smith Broadway; and Starch Green and 
Shepard's Bush maintained at least their 
original dimensions).

"Society" Novels. 


London World. 


The novel of society is the most popular lit- 


erary product of, our time. Works of this 
sort the public must have, atv.l the circulating 
libraries are bound to supply them. They are 
written, not to be artistic, but commercial, 
successes, and they have no more to do with 
literary proper than bonnets or dress-improv- 
ers. There is no novelty in the Institution; 
they were turned out by the score fifty years 
since, as they will be fifty years hence. Their 
manufacture is more prolific tlinn ever, be- 
jcause the class of readers to which they ap- 
peal is more numerous. They are devoured 
by u considerable section of the upper class, 
and by thousands of the middle and the low- 
er-middle class. If we were not essentially a 
nation of snobs, they would be without pat- 
rons; but, .seeing that snobbishness daily 
increases among us, the field of their attrac- 
tion is proportionately extended. 
Between 


the society novels o£ three or four decades 
ago, 
and the society 
novels of to-day, 


there are certain differences. 
The for- 


mer 
were 
romantic; 
the 
latter 
are 


badly realistic. 
They stand in much the 


same relation to each other as do the fictions 
of Bulwer and of Anthony Trollope. There 
wast much that was absurd, stilted, and melo- 
dramatic in the Bulwerian novel; but it 
was occasionally redeemed by the ingenuity 
of its plot, Its skill in dramatic construction, 
and the smartness of its dialogue. These 
qualities are not forthcoming in the Trollo- 
pinn stories of every-day life. During the 
first half of the present century all society 
novelists more or less attempted to emulate 
Bulwer; now their highest ambition Is to ap- 
ply to their treatment of the facts and per- 
sonages of polite existence the method of the 
great Anthony, it is seldom that one en- 
counters in these works any play of fancy, 
any fire of imagination, any ornament of fe- 
licity of phrase. The only substitute' for 
pungency and epigram are curt sentences, 
more or less elliptical, and not, as a rule, too 
slavishly obedient to the laws of grammar. 
The duller and the more Insipid are the dra- 
mutls parsonic, the truer, it is argued, are 
they to life, and the more the publle like 
them. If the dialogue is tame, and is only 
relieved from commonplace by scandalous In- 
nuendoes, what would you else? That is the 
way. in which society prattles in the draw- 
ing rooms of the present. It is not, you are 
told; the business of a novelist of society to 
represent people as better, or wiser, or wittier 
than they are. Let him aim at a mere 
transcript from experience, and he will have 
done his duty. 


Since the public will have it so,' ami it is 


not the business of novelists to improve, the 
public taste, nothing is to be gained by com- 
plniniiig. At the same time this inartistic 
realism, nerveless and invertebrate as it is, is 
deadly dull to all readers of any education or 
taste. 
If these fictions are occasionally 


clipped into by persons who are capable of 
enjoying novels of a superior kind, it is main- 
ly because they are animated by a spirit of 
curiosity, and wish to know who of their 
friends are "taken off." They like to identify 
the prototypes of the precociously vicious 
young nobleman and the abandoned matron 
with well-known personages of the period. 
There is just the possibility that they may re- 
cognize the lineaments of their own character 
and career. The more numerous and the less • 
select public is conscious of an analogous 
pleasure. It Is delightful to feel that under 
the guise of fiction real facts of the most au- ' 
thentlc nature are related; that the elope- 
ments and the horsewhippings, the trials in 
the divorce court, and the revelations in the 
bankruptcy court, have actually occurred. 
The novel is « literary product which will 
always be popular; and the charm that story- 
telling has is as great for the old as for the 
young. 
But It may be seriously doubted 


whether the mischief which novels of the sort 
now spoken of are calculated to do can be 
counterbalanced by the amusement they give. 


A Curious Smuggling Story.

There is quite an old fashioned flavor about 


the smuggling story which comes from St. 
Heller's, and reminds one 'of the merry days 
of which Captain Marryat writes in sucli dash- 
Ing style. The officers of II. M. S. Dasher 
received information that on Saturday an at- 
tempt would be made to run a cargo of brandy 
ashore. The person who gave the informa- 
tion described the sort of boat that would be 
employed in tills illegal venture, and was 
ablo to afford an idea of the time when the 
business was likely to come off. Strict watch 
was kept by the gallant Dasher, and vigilance 
was rewarded at length by the appearance of 
a little craft which bore, a close resemblance 
to the expected smuggler. Everything had 
been prepared with a view to this incident. A 
boat was manned by a number of. the crew 
who had. been told off for the purpose, and in 
a very few moments a hot chase'after the sus- 
oected vessel was begun. Seeing this, the men 
in the smuggler gave way with a will, and 
over several miles of salt water pursuer and 
pursued struggled desperately. 
But the 


sailors were too good J:'or the reprobates, who 
had probably weakened themselves by too 
hearty au indulgence" iu their own liquors, 
and at length the runaways were reached and 
ordered to surrender. This they did; and on 
investigation, surely enough, a number of 
casks were found lashed alongside. AH a 
matter of course the crew of the smuggler 
were detained as prisoners; but the uurMms 
part of the matter was that they did not seem 
to care in the least, and oven appeared to be 
much amused at the situation. What this 
demeanor could possibly signify greatly per- 
plexed the captors, but at length it occurred 
to them to examine the brandy. A cask was 
opened, and then the secret came to light. 
Not brandy, but salt water was in this cask, 
and further investigation only discovered, 
more salt water. There is too much reason to 
fear that the boat concerning which informa- 
tion had bec'ii given was nothing better than 
a decoy, run for the purpose of attracting the 
Dasher's attention whilu 'tin-, smugglers, tui- 
illsturbed by the fctu- uC.dlsoovory, comluutml 
their nefarious business iu peace and security 
elsewhere.

Death of a Millionaire.

The News has received information from 


a party in Washington who acknowledges he 
has violated the confidence of President Ar- 
thur in giving it, that Mr. Chaffee was deter- 
mined upon for postmnf-ter general. There 
are two reasons for not believing this: First, 
that a man who betrays confidence don't 
usually speak the truth, and, secondly, that 
President Arthur is too sensible a man to 
make a confident of a man who so little de- 
serves it. 


Whatever Mr. Elaine's immediate inten- 


tions are, It is pretty generally understood 
that he is in the field as a candidate for presi- 
dent in 1884.

It will be noticed that this is entirely dif- 


ferent in character from the three per cent, 
bill which President Hayes vetoed. 
That 


compelled all the national banks to hold their 
deposit to secure circulation in three per cent, 
bonds. It also had many other objectionable 
features. It was drawn apparently with the 
idea that it would not be a success and so ex- 
tra legislation was put in to make itaeuccess. 
It was forcing credit. The above bill is based 
on the idea that the government credit is good 
enough to borrow money at three per cent, 
and simply provides for that. The distinction 
is vital. Even if the credit of the government 
was good enough to borrow money at three 
percent, last March under'a bill like Mr. 
Sherman's, it could not have been borrowed 
under Mi-. Randall's bill because the latter 
presupposed that the credit was not good 
enough for this. If the government did not 
think so, the people certainly would not. 


THE CABINET AND SECTIONAl REPBE- 


SENTATION, 


The appointment of Mr. Brewster as attor- 


ney general will make it exceeding difficult 
for the president to adjust the sectional repre- 
sentation of his cabinet. He has appointed 
three members who will probably remain in 
the cabinet. They are Folger, Frelinghuysen 
and Brewster. They are all from the middle 
states. Folger takes the place of Windom, 
the representative of the northwest. Fre- 
linghuysen takes the place of Blaine, the rep- 
resentative from New England. Brewster 
takes the place of MacVeagh, the represent- 
ative of Pennsylvania. 
This gives to the 


middle states more than its proper represent- 
ation. 
There is still another representative 


of the middle states—Postmaster General 
James—who will probably give place soon to 
a representative from some other section. The 
other members .are Kirkwood and Lincoln of 
the northwest, and Hunt of the south. With 
these four, appointments the president must 
give representation In his cabinet to New 
England, the south, the northwest and. the 
Pacific slope. 


If he should give one cabinet office to each 


of these sections there would be just one for 
each; This will not satisfy the great north- 
west, to have only OBO representative, while 
the middle states have three. Of these four 
appointments it is therefore quite safe to as- 
sume that the northwest will have two. 
It 


deserves this representation because of its 
population, and also because of its strong re- 
publican vote: The great states of Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Kansas and Nebraska are the .best 
part of the republican party and the country. 


It is also qu ite safe to assume that New 


England will have one of the remaining two 
appointments. 
She has claims for this that 


have never bee ai ignored, and that President 
'Arthur cannot, and will not ignore. This 
'leaves only on 3 place to be given to the Pa- 
cific slope anri the south. There are many 
personal rea? oiis why President Arthur will 
wish to give • a pjace to the Pacific slope.

Free coinage of silver is a correct general 


principle. That the coinage of that metal 
should be left free to fit itself to the demand 
is a self-evident proposition. It is the prop- 
osition of President Arthur's message. Yet 
its adoption just now is not enthusiastically 
desired by the silver states. There are large 
amounts of coin stored In the treasury vaults. 
Under free coinage, these would need to 
be drawn out before more silver could be 
coined. The practical effect would be to 
temporarily suspend the coinage of silver.— 
Leadville Chronicle. 


It is a pleasure for us to see the Chronicle 


discuss a question of to-day, even if it is not 
very clearly done. If it will only bury that 
joke about Evarts' long sentences and the 
rest of that sort, of a thing, it will be vastly 
improved.

The 
amount that will be coined under a free coin- 
age act will depend entirely and solely, on 
whether it pays to coin bullion into silver 
dollars. If the dollar is worth more than: 
the same amount of silver in bullion, the 
amount will be large; if less, the amount will 
be comparatively nothing.

Rev. W. L. Slutz and the building committee 
for subscriptions toward the liquidation of 
the remainder of the debt incurred in the con- 
struction of tins church. Thirty-eight hun- 
dred was the amount asked for and the sub- 
scriptions received at both the morning and 
evening services amounted to §4,000 or -55200 
more than the appeal called for. 


In the evening Dr. David H. Moore, chan- 


cellor of the Denver University, preached a 
sermon after which the dedicatory services 
prope'rvtook place in which the Rev. Earl 
Cranston, Hev. W. L. Slutz and others took 
part. The new church is by far the largest 
and most complete church edifice in the oily,and 
Including the grounds and the two cottages in 
the rear cost abo.ut $19,000. Of this amount 
all has been paid or subscribe_d excepting a 
loan of $2,500 granted by the Church Exten- 
sion society of the M. E. church. This loan 
is payable in annual Installments of $500 and 
draws but six per cent, interest. 


The furniture of the interior is neat and 


substantial, the pews being of black walnut 
and ash, and the pulpit furniture of black 
walnut upholstered in maroon plush. Both 
the main audience room and the class room 
are carpeted throughout, these carpets having 
been furnished by the ladies' society of the 
church. As for the heating and ventilating 
properties they are very complete. Mr. F. A. 
Weston, the architect, is to be commended 
for the completeness of the plans and for the 
efforts he has put forth to carry them into 
effect. The building is now entirely com- 
pleted with the exception of the tower.

DUBLIN, December 19. — A quantity ol! amis 


and ammunition were discovered early this 
morning in a house on Brabagou street. Four 
persons were arrested. The articles seized 
comprised eight hand grenades, two parcels of 
dynamite, each parcel being in a case resem- 
bling a "box of rillecarlridf,'esbut larger, twen- 
ty-six Enfield breech loading rifles, live thou- 
sand rifle cartridges, five hundred revolver 
cartridges and twenty-eight pounds of gun- 
powder with a list of the names of officers 
belonging to the same organization. Two 
brothers named Whelan and Warramed Ryan 
are arrested.

organization 
of 
1867. The 


discovery is believed to be closely connected 
with the Bradford affair, lor which Toby was 
arrested.

It was the most insane and 
foolhardy act possible, and no one In his right 
mind could have done It; but the pressure on 
me was so enormous that I would have done 
t If 1 had died the next moment. 


1 had no power to prevent ic. The presi- 


dent was surrounded by his cabinet and per- 
sonal friends, mid 'JOO or 300 people were in 
the depot. Xo one but a mad man would 
think of assaulting him under such circum- 
stances. If I had not been instantly hurried 
away by the police I would have been shot or 
hung in five minutes. The Lord protected 
me then, as he has done on three other occa- 
sions since July 2d, when 1 have been as- 
saulted. The gradual way the Deity removed 
the president is a confirmation of my orig- 
inal inspiration. I am well satisfied with the 
Deity's conduct of this case thus far, and 
have no doubt but He will continue to father 
the act to the end, and that thu public will, 
sooner or later, sue the special providence in 
the act.

THE GREATEST OF DUELISTS. 


The Sharpest Antagonist M. Paul de CaB«agnac 


Ever H«d.

51. Paul de Cassagnac, the editor of La 


Pays, and who is undoubtedly the most cele- 
brated duelist living, has had sixteen en- 
counters on the field of honor, and has been 
wounded, slightly, three times. He is said to 
have killed two of his antagonists. 
Now and 


,then Cassagnac "swears off," promising never 
to fight again, but the resolution, like some 
other plausible pledges, is easily broken. 
When Du Faure insulted him the chamber of 
deputies in 1878, Cassagnac said savagely: 
"If I hadn't promised not to go out again I'd 
kill you for this." Cassagnac .met his worst 
enemy, M. Adrlen de Montebello, yesterday, 
November 20. There had been for some time 
a bitter grudge between the two, which was 
aggravated by M. de Montebello's attempt 
during the elections to wrest the constituency 
of Marladne, originally represented by M. 
Granier de Cassagnac, from his son. The 
contest was keen,biit the Uonapartist triumph- 
ed nevertheless. 
For somo weeks there 


seems to have been a sort of trncu,' but M. 
Paul cle Cassagnac took offense at M. do 
Montebello congratulating M. Clemencean 
on 
his 
attack 
on 
the 
government, 


and on the following day the Paps appeared 
with a furious artiele against M. Leon Say's 
chief secretary from its impetuous editor's 
own pen. The Insult was too gross to be 
passed over, and M. Adrlen de Montebello ac- 
cordingly at once dispatched two of his 
friends, tho Vieomte de St. Pierre, senator, • 
and M. Caslmir Perler, deputy, to M. Paul de 
Cassagnac for the purpose of arranging the 
preliminaries of a hostile encounter.

small in comparison toM.de Montebello, who 
actually towers above him, though of a spare 
build. Both are very strong and .admirable 
fencers, but the Bonapartlst proved himself 
the better man of the two. 'After a pass or 
two, a blue vest worn by- M. die Moutebello 
was pierced by his adversary's sword, and ho 
exclaimed that he thought he was touched in 
the breast.

town people who were not then In the chapel, 
and also of clearing It of nearly of all Its 
auditors. 


Then, iu as cool a manner as possible, he 
placed himself iu a chair and made an oration, 
such, it is said, as was never spoken by a stu- 
dent here'belore or since. He never received 
Ills diploma, though after his celebrated Bos- 
ton speech it was sent him, but was returned

It would have been an honor to me I was re- 
fused It; now, wlien I am an honor to it, it Is 
offered met" He was afterward reconciled, 
with the faculty, and is now one of the 
staunchest supporters .of the college.

Account of t!he Eeception Tendered to Him

Mr. Stanley Wood contributes to yester- 


day's Denver News the following account of 
Sergeant 0'Keeffe!s departure and the recep- 
tion tendered him by our citizens: 


Sergeant O'Keeffe, the well-known prevari- 


cator of Pike's Peak, has been transferred to 
another signal station, and yesterday yielded 
his position to a successor. His friends in 
this city, under the leadership of tbe news- 
paper men, resolved to give the sergeant a 
farewell banquet, and accordingly the opera 
house was secured and the banquet -took 
place there last evening. At exactly 8 o'clock 
p. in., the invited guests sat down to four 
generously provided tables, which were ar- 
.ranged in the form of a parallelogram in the 
body of the house, the orchestra chairs being 
covered with a temporary floor. The par- 
quette circle, the balcony and the gallery of 
the theatre were crowded with spectators who 
had been attracted there to listen to the 
speeches and toasts of the evening, and who 
testified their enjoyment and appreciation by 
frequent bursts of applause. 


"Lieutenant II. P. Scott, city editor of the 


GAZETTE, presided, while Alderman Charles 
Walker, acted as chaplain. After the dinner 
had been.cliscussed the tables were cleared 
and decanters, generously supplied with 
water from the various mineral springs of 
Manitou (this is a temperance town), were 
brought out.

From time to time during the past year, 


various articles purporting to be statements 
of the legal difficulties iu which the Bobert 
E. Lee Mining company was and is still in- 
volved, have appeared in some of the promi- 
nent newspapers of tlie west. Even to those 
unacquainted with the merits of the case, the 
bias of these several occounts was obvious, 
and little doubt could be entertained as to the 
source whence they emanated. Involving, as 
did the statements therein contained, the in- 
tegrity of some of the most esteemed and re- 
spected citizens of Colorado Springs — gentle- 
men holding positions of trust and honor 
among us— the matter could not fail in being 
of universal Interest. Believing that all state- 
ments of the case thus far in print were In 
spired by partisan considerations and were 
written and published for the purpose of cre- 
ating a popular sentiment, the present writer 
sought access to the sworn testimony in the 
case, for the purpose of making a presentmen 
that should do absolute justice to all parties 
concerned. The following brief account of 
the discovery and development of the famous 
mine and the litigation connected with' It wii: 
be found not only an Interesting chapter of 
frontier history, but a full and accurate state- 
ment as well of the legal questions now pend- 
ing. 


In the spring of 1878 James M. Slgafus, of 


Colorado Springs, grubstaked a prospector 
named George W. Belt, who shortly after 
located a claim and called it the Robert E 
Lee. Belt appears to" have been quite other 
than an honest man, for he recorded the 
claim for himself and a man named Knight 
leaving Sigafus out entirely, who at once be- 
gan suit in the courts of Lake county to re- 
cover his half Interest. During its pendency 
Sigafus was one morning holding a conversa- 
tion with Professor Kerr, to whom he had 
brought a piece of the Lee ore for 'assay 
During this interview, which took place on 
Kerr's porch, in. Colorado Springs, a man 
named W. II. Kogers appeared on the scene 
^and listened to the conversation. Overhear- 
ing Kerr say that he had gotten an assay of 
1,700 ounces from the mine, Kogers evidently 
became much Interested in the ' matter, since 
during the next few days he had repeated 
interviews with Sigafus about it, and tried to 
interest several Colorado Springs men In the 
mine with a view to its purchase on such 
terms as bethought could be made with Siga- 
fus and Belt. In all this he was unsuccessful 
till he at last brought the matter to the atten- 
tion of Irving Howbert, then cashier of the 
First Nationa.1 bank of Colorado Springs. 
Up 


to this time, Howbert had no knowledge of 
Rogers except as a depositor, carrying a small 
balance, at his bank. Kogers then rehearsed 
all he knew about the mine, stating It as his 
belief that It could be bonded for $7,000 anc 
that Sigafus would compromise for a one- 
third interest. He further represented that 
he had no m&ney, but that if Howbert coulc 
make, the first, payment he would be able to 
repay in thirty days from the proceeds of 
sales In rJhieago, then assured. 
Hcwberfcat 


first did not take much interest in the matter, 
but finally said that If it was as represented 
and could be bought for the figure named, he 
was' willing to go in. Thereupon Kogers was 
furnished by Howbert with $3,000 and- sent 
to Leadville to negotiate for t 
Hosvbert likewise supplying the money 
for 
his expenses. 
Letters

advisory of the progress of his negotiations 
till Howbert, fearing that he'^was being 
bound in some way contrary to agreement, 
started for Leadville. 
On his arrival he 


found that Kogers had secured the bond from 
the Belt party for $7,000, on which the $3,000 
had been 
,He also discovered that the 


bond as. drawn up- and executed secured a 
half Interest each to Irving Howbert and M. 
Seymour. Kogers. . Inquiry as to whom this 
latter party might be' developed the fact that 
it was Rogers' wife, known up to that time as 
Mary S. Kogers. He explained that he did 
not 'wish, to be known, as being connected 
with the mine, and hence tad said, in making 
the purchase, that he acted for another party 
of the same name but no blood relation. 
Said lie to Howbert: "I can safely say this 
as ray .wife is no blood relation of mine." 
The truth was— according with the unavoid- 
able inference— that Rogers was hopelessly 
bankrupt, and hence could risk no records of 
property in his own name. 


Shortly after the bond ivas secured,, as re- 


lated above, tho expected compromise was ef- 
fected with Sigafus who,, in 'consideration of 
a one-third interest, withdiew his suit against 
the Belt party. Work was now commencedl 
under the ; bond, Rogers,- meantime, giving- 
Howbert his note for 81,100, the $100 being 
for his share of the $300 • worth of work then 
determined to be put in the mine— the cash, as 
before, being supplied by Howbert, Rogers 
then went to Chicago and :fa'iled, as before, to 
furnish any money whate% -er. The rest could 
ill afford to carry his sh are of the develop- 
ment, 'and work was consequently retarded; 
so that when the time cam e for the final pay- 
ment oh the bond, they were unable to raise 
the necessary sum. 
Under these circum- 


stances, though the bond expired, they sim- 
ply 
held - possession,

willing they should do. . For some time there- 
after, work was slowly continued. Rogers 
had become paralyzed, and Uence disabled.

-In March, 1879/^qod * pay-orew^s at last 
struck, and tlje nMurjSl ,/jQnswiu.JMices quickly 
followed.

trouble, and seeing that the means to main 
tain such .costly possession must soon be ex- 
hausted, the Howbert party on May 10,1870, 
gave a sixty-day bond to L. D. Rondebush for 
8135,000, on which $10,000 were paid; Roude- 
bush at the same time securing a ninety-day 
bond from the adverse claimants, the Belt par- 
tyf er as It should now be called, the Wolcott 
Interest, he having secured the property from 
Belt and Kulght. At the expiration of the 
sixty days Rondebush refused to take the 
mine, forfeiting, of course, the $10,000. 
Rogers with his share repaid Howbert the 
advances thus far made, and this was the 
total of his payments, in any shape, for the 
purchase or development of the mine. 


At this juncture an Important personage in 


relation to subsequent events appears on the 
scene. This. was H. B. Rogers, brother of 
W. H. Rogers, a Chicago lawyer, who, in all 
subsequent transactions, represented his sis- 
ter-in-law. He was a man of about 40 years 
of age, several years the senior of both How- 
bert and Marshall, and was far from im- 
pressing one with the idea of inexperience, of 
which so much account was made In the 
trial. Appearing at the time of the lapse of 
the Roudebush bond, It was at his suggestion 
verbally extended for two weeks, in the hope 
that something would be developed, so anx 
ious was the Rogers faction that the mine 
would be.taken on the bond. But this availed 
nothing and the Howbert party were thrown 
back on their previous trouble with Belt, ant 
armed possession of the mine was resumed 
All parties returned to Colorado Springs, and 
at their unanimous'sollcitation, Howbert wen 
to Leadville to see what could be done,—to 
sell, compromise, do anything that would re- 
lease them from their almost hopeless condi 
tion. AH parties were fully aware that the 
money Was almost gone, that the litigatioi 
and armed possession could not much longe 
be maintained, and that the property must to 
lost If something were not soon done. Before 
Howbert went to Leadville he was repeatedl> 
urged by both Mrs. and Lawyer Rogers to usi 
every exertion to dispose in some way of thel: 
Interests, alleging that Mr. Rogers could no. 
stand ,the climate aud that he must be gottel 
away.. In Leadville Howbert again used 
his endeavors with Roudebush—whose ninety 
day bond with the Wolcott party had not ye 
expired—to have him take the property on 
the original terms of $185,000. 
He als 


offered the mine to many other parties, bu 
without avail, for it was impossible to sell th 
mine in its then tangled conditioa. All thes 
things falling, he next tried the only othe 
course to save the property, viz: to compro 
mlsc with the Wolcott party. The latte 
offered to relinquish suits and give clear title 
for $117,000 and a one-quarter interest.

DEAR SIR—Messrs. Humphrey and Crowel 


wore up to the house this (Sunday) morning 
with your two telegrams of the 35th and 36tl 
inst., and also your letter, and after talkinj 
their contents over, Mr. Crowell suggestet 
that I should write you concerning our view 
and preference as to the proposition thereh 
contained. Owing to the very delicate condl 
tion of my brother's health I do not think, a 
far as he is concerned, that the proposition o 
purchase upon the basis of 8117,000 and t 
quarter interest would be advisable, and hot 
Humphrey and Crowell concur, with me. 


The, other proposition of a sale of the prop 


erty would be much more desirable, as 1 
would have the effect to very much relieve hi 
mind, and especially if it could be so man 
aged that he could realize in the sale and ge 
out, and to accomplish that end both Humph 
rey and Crowell concur with your suggestion 
that a considerable portion of the cash real 
ized might be paid to him, provided'tlie bal 
ance, for which time is to be given, should b 
properly secured. 


WealHeel very grateful, for the kindnes 


and consideration with which this proposition 
is made, and feel that it will go far to restore 
him to health, If such a thing Is possible. We 
are desirous of getting the whole thing off his 
mind, and are thereto e.anxious that the sal< 
should be made. 


We are satisfied to trust the whole mattei 


to your judgment, only requesting that If 1 
ibe possible for a sale- to be made on the 
•original basis that such may be done. No 
iiow having the telegram or letter with me, 1 
am unable to answer more fully as to their 
contents.

course, to the compromise with Wolcott.

this Rogers was notoriously Unable to pay his 
share, and as seen from the above letter, the 
proposition did not Meet with favor. The sec- 
ond proposition referred to was the general 
effort of Howbert to effect a sale of the whole 
property which, as has been seen, he was 
quite unable to do. The Rogers party still 
urging him to make some disposition of the 
property that Would allow them to get away, 
and all else failing, Howbert proceeded in|the 
only other course that would save his party 
and satisfy the Rogers' interest, viz: To find 
a purchaser for the Rogers interest, who 
would be willing to go into the Wolcott com- 
promise, the basis of which had been gotten 
down to $105,000 and a one-fifth Interest. He 
had had repeated assurances that the Kogers 
would be glad to sell on the basis of the orig- 
inal Roudebush bond, and In confirmation 
thereof, received the following telegram, also 
In evidence:

The condition of the mine at 


shown by the sworn testimon 
Lockwood and Bearce. 
was then not a timbered drift in 
that the territory developed was 
limited; that the machinery and 
were very crude, a one-horse whim'^ I 
ut ing the hoisting machinery; thattherew e \ 
only two drifts in iow grade minera,S ' 
that the longest drift was less than loo fo* 
in length. Bearce estimated the value of the 
mine at $350,000, and both experts swore that 
no workings could by any possibility have 
been concealed. This testimony is confirmed 
by as many as a half dozen person's who had 
worked in the mine. 


Rogers, thoroughly satisfied with this ex 


amlnation, went to Marshall for the purpose 
of closing the sale. They naturally had some 
talk about the whole matter, as any two 
persons, and especially two lawyers, would be 
likely to have. That this conversation affect- 
ed the sale in any way, is a most unreasona- 
ble supposition. Finally the sale was con- 
cluded July 31,1870. Marshall was assisted 
as promised, the Rogers party took their 
money and went away evidently well satisfied 
The testimony of a- respected citizen of Colo- 
rado Springs, D. J. Martin, nroves their entire 
satisfaction. He chanced to meet them on a 
train of the A.., T. & S. F., all going east; 
conversed witli them about the transaction' 
they expressed their relief at the conclusion 
of the affair, said the mine might be worth 
more or less. They spoke of the gentlemen 
they had sold to as being very clever gentle- 
men, and "hoped they would make a million 
out of it." 


As soon as this matter was disposed of the 


terms of the Wolcott compromise were acceded 
to, and the Injunction which all this time had 
tied up the mine, thereby dissolved. This in- 
junction, it should be explained, while'it 
stopped the sale of ore-did not prevent its be- 
ing mined, so that a considerable amount of 
ore was ou the dump. Only twenty days re- 
mained till the $105,000 must be raid, and 
'during this time they worked night and day 
sorting and 
shipping the 
ore on the 


dump as well as mining more as fast as possi- 
ble. As a result of this,$37,000 were realized 
and paid to the Wolcott party, the remaining 
$88,000 being raised on their individual notes, 


After .this, mining was continued with un- 


even success. 
Sometimes good ore was 


found, and again they did not know where 
the next was to come from. Six weeks sub- 
sequent to. the sale, the first chlorides were 
struck, and the success of the mine seemed 
assured. But the evidence cannot be dis- 
proved that before this rich mineral was 
struck the outlook for the mine was often 
exceedingly gloomy. 


The Rogers party was not again heard of 


till February, 1880, after the famous 17-hour 
output, with which every one is familiar. 
Conclttding that'she had, of necessity, been 
deceived, Mrs. Kogers sent her brother-in-law 
to Leadville where, in'March, 1880, he began 
suit to set aside the de'ed and recover the or- 
iginal interest. This was subsequently trans- 
ferred to the United States court in Denver, 
where it was argued, resulting In Judge Mc- 
Crary'a late decision for the plaintiff. 
In 


view of the evidence in the case, it Is 
difficult 
to

reached. 
Tlie 
original 
charges 


of fraud and undue pressure were one by one 
abandoned and the case finally decided on a 
pure technicality, viz: That Marshall, a re- 
tained and undischarged attorney of Howbert, 
Sigafus aud Kogers, in the1 attitude of pur- 
chaser, sustains illegal relations to his client. 
The judge in his decision makes no reference 
to the charges of fraud, etc., but gives judg- 
ment solely on the technicality referred to. It 
is the intention of the defendants to carry the 
action to higher courts, so that a final ver- 
dict is unlikely to be reached for a long time. 
It is well known that the Colorado Springs 
owners sold out their interests in February, 
1881. 
So far from the'pendency of what they 


considered a trivial suit-affecting the sale, they 
state that their very indifference to It was 
the cause of -its loss. They sold simply to 
exchange an uncertainly for a certainty, of 
dimensions calculated to satisfy any rational 
men. The writer has collated the above with 
care and conscientiousness, aud believes It to 
be a fair and Impartial statement.

ment demands that objection to the conven- 
tion as it now exists shoulO.be stated with 
directness and with entire frankness. Among 
the most salient and palpable facts is that the 
operation of the treaty practically concedes, 
to Great Britain control of,whatever canal 
may be constructed.. The position of the 
home government, .with"its extended colonial 
possessions,- requires the British empire to 
maintain a vast naval establishment which in 
our continental solidity we don't need and in 
time of peace shall never create. If the 
United States binds itself not to fortify on 
land it concedes that Great Britain in a possi- 
ble case of struggle for control of the canal 
shall have at the outset an advantage which 
would prove decisive, and which could not be 
reversed exo ept by expenditure of treasury 
and force. 
The presumptive intention of the 


treaty was to place the two powers on a plane 
of perfect equality in respect to the canal 
but in practice, 'as I. have indicated, this 
would prove delusive, and would instead sur- 
render 
it, 
if not 
in 
form, 
yet 
in 


effect to the control of Great 
Britain 


The treaty binds the United States not 
to 
use 
its 
military 
force 
in 
any 


precautionary measures, while it leaves the 
naval power of Great Britain perfectly free 
and unrestrained, ready at any moment to 
.seize both ends of the canal and render its 
military occupation on land a matter entirely 
within the discretion of her majesty's govern- 
ment. The military power -of the United 
Slates, as shown by the recent civil war, is 
without limit, and in any conflict on the 
American continent, altogether irresistible. 
Ulie Clayton-Bulwer treaty commands this 
government not to use a single regiment of 
troops to protect its interests in oonnection 
with the inter-oceanic canal, but to surrender 
the transit to the guardianship and control of 
the British navy. If no American soldier is 
to be quartered on the isthmus to protect the 
rights of hjs country in the inter-oceanic 
canal, surely by the fair logic of neutrality 
no war vessel of Great Britain should be per- 
mitted to appear in the waters that control 
either entrance of the canal. 


More comprehensive objection to the treaty 


is urged by this government. Its provisions 
embody a misconception of the relative posi- 
tions of Great Britain and the United States 
with respect to the interest of each govem- 
•ment in questions pertaining to this conti- 
nent. The government ot the United States 
have 116 occasion to disavow an aggressive 
disposition, its entire policy lias established 
il» pacific character, • and among its chief 
alms is to. cultivate most friendly and inti- 
mate relations with its neighbors, both inde- 
pendent and colonial. At the same time this 
government, with respect to European states, 
will not consent to perpetuate auy treaty that 
impeaches our lights and long established 
claims to priority ou the Ameiiaan continent. 
1 he United States seeks to use only fur the 
defense oHts ' own interests the same fore- 
cast and provision which her majesty's gov- 
ernment so energetically employs in the de- 
fense of tlie in ten-sit. oMhe British empire to 
guard her eastern possessions, to secure most 
rapid transit 161; troops and miuiitimis of war, 
ami prevent uuy other-nation Having equal 
taciluies in tho s.miu direction. Great Biii- 
•am holds and furtimjs all strategic points that 
control the route .to India. At Gibraltar, at 
Malta-, at Cyprus, her .fortification's give 
her mastery . of the Mediterranean. She 
holds a. controlling interest in the Suez 
caiial, and by her fortifications at Aden and 
on the Island of -Perim slie^xcludes all' other 
powers from the water's of tlie Bed >8ea. It 
would, in the judgment of the president be 
no more unreasonable for the .United States 
to demand a share in their fortifications o<- 
demand their absolute neutralization, than 
for England to make the same demand in 
perpetuity from tlie United States with re- 
spect to transit across 'the American conti- 
nent. rhe possessions which Great Britain 
thus carefully guards in the east are not of 
more importance to her than is the Pacific 
slope, with its present development and as- 
S.l'TT111' t2;t"° 6°vcnmu)Ht of the 
United States. 
States and territories appur- 


tenant to the Pacific ocean, and dependent ou 
it tor a commercial outlet and hence directlv 
interested in the canal, comprise an area of 
nearly eight hundred thousand square miles 
larger In extent than the German empire arid 
the four Latin countries of Europe combined. 
ihis vast region is but fairly beginnin" its 
prosperous development. Six thousand miles 
ot railway are already constructed within its 
limits and it is a moderate calculation to-day 
that within tlie current decade the num- 
ber of miles will at 
least be doubled. 


in the near future the money vah» of its sur- 
Sm . r ^port!. willbe «» 'large as that of 
British India, and perhaps larger; nor must it 
•be.forgotten that ludla is but a distant colo- 
ny of Great Britain, while the region on the 
Faclnc is an Integral portion of our national 
union and is of tlie very, form and body of 
our -state. The inhabitants -of India are 
alien from England in race, language and ro- 


' ligion;the citizens of California, Oregon and 
Nevada, with adjacent territories, are of our 
own blood-ond kindred, bone of our bono and 
flesh of our flesh. 


Great Britain appreciates the advantage 


ono: perhaps iieeasslty of maintaining, at the 
cost of » large.niilitary and naval establish- 
ment, ail interior and nearest route to India. 
while .unyaiatiou \ritli hostile intent is com- 
pelled Jo take a lon'ger route and travel many 
Hlpussnd additiowl wiles , through dangerous 
seas.' It is hardly conceivable that' the tame' 
great "power wbiehlconsiUers herself justified 
m Wpg ty&P Precautions for the safety of 
9 remote colony on another con.Hu.ent should

but far less demonstrative measures for 
protection of distant shores of her own do- 
main for drawing together of the extremes 
of tlie union in still closer bonds of interest 
and sympathy, and for holding in quiet de- 
termination of honorable self-defense the 
absolute control of the great water-way which 
shall \mile the two nations, and which the 
United States will always insist upon treating 
as part of her coast line. If a hostile move- 
ment should at any time be made against the 
Pacific coast threatening danger to its people 
and destruction to its property, the govern- 
ment of the United States would feel it had 
been unfaithful to its duty arid neglectful to- 
wards its own citizens if it permitted itself 
to be bound by a treaty which gave the same 
righKhrough the canal to a war ship bent on 
an errand of destruction that' is reserved to 
its own navy sailirig for the defense of our 
coast and the protection of the lives of our 
people; and as England insists by the 
right of her power that her enemies in war 
shall strike her Indian possessions 
only 


by doubling the Cape of Good Hope, so tlie 
government of tlie United States will equally 
insist that the interior, more speedy and 
safer route of the canal shall be reserved for 
ourselves, while our enemies, 1C we shall 
ever bn so unfortunate to have any, shall be 
remanded to tho voyage around Cape Horn. 
The consideration of controlling on this ques- 
tion is a well-settled conviction on the part of 
tliis government that only by the United 
•States exercising supervision can it cause the 
•jaiial to be definitely and at all limes secured 
against tho Interference and obstruction inci- 
•lenml to war. The mere argument of neu- 
trality between-the great powers of Europe 
might prove ineffectual to preserve the canal 
in time of hostilities. The first step in a gen- 
eral European war would in ail probability 
be to annul the treaty of neutrality and the 
strategic position of the canal commanding 
both oceans might be held b'y the first naval 
power that could seize it. if this should 
be done tlie United States would suffer 
sucli grave inconveniance and loss in her do- 
mestic commerce as would force the duty of 
defense and protection by war on her part for 
the mere purpose of gaining that control 
whTcji lu advance she insists is dus to her 


and demanded by her necessities. I 
arguing or assuming that a general 


war or any war at all is imminent in Europe, 
but it must not be forgotten that within tlie 
past twenty-five years all the great powers of 
Europe have been engaged lu war; most of 
them more than once. In only a single in- 
stance in the past one hundred years has the 
United States exchanged hostile shot with any 
European power. It is in the highest degree im- 
probable for a hundred years to come even, 
that the experience will be repeated. It con- 
sequently becomes evident that one conclusive 
mode of preserving the isthmus canal from 
possible destruction by war is to place it un- 
der the control of that government least likely 
o be engaged in war and able in any and in 
every event to enforce tlie guardianship which 
she will assume for self protection of her own 
interests. Therefore the United States in the 
first instance asserts her right to control the 
isthmus transit^ and secondly she by such 
control obtains that absolute neutralization of 
the canal as respects European powers, which 
can in no other way be certainly attained and 
lastingly assured. 


Another consideration forcibly suggests the 


necessity of modifying tho convention under 
discussion. At that time it was agreed to 
that Great Britain and tho United States were 
the only nations prominent in commerce in 
Central and South America. Since that time 
other leading nations have greatly enlarged 
their commercial connections with that coun- 
try and are to day contending for supremacy 
in the trade of their shores. With the past 
four years indeed the number of French and 
German vessels landing on the two coasts of 
Central America far exceeds the number of 
British vessels. While therefore Great Britain 
and the United States may agree to do noth- 
ing; 
and according to the present convention 


each remains bound to the other in common 
helplessness, a third power or fourth, or com- 
bination of many may step in and eive di- 
rectionlto a project which the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty assumed was under tlie sole control of 
two English-speaking nations. Indeed, so far 
as the canal scheme now projected at Pana- 
ma finds a national sponsor or a patron in its 
republic, France, the non-intervention en- 
joined upon this country by the Clayton- 
Biilwer treaty, if applied to that canal, 
would paralyze the arm of the United States 
in any attempt to obtain the rights and priv- 
ileges which this government entered into 
through solemn oath with tlie Republic of 
Colombia anterior to the Clayton-Bulwer con- 
vention. So that modification of the treaty 
of 1850 now. sought is not only to free the 
United States from unequal and inequitable 
obligation to Great Britain, but also to allow 
this government to treat-with all other nations 
seeking a foothold on Hie isthmus on the same 
basis of impartial justice and independence. 


One of the motives that originally induced 


this government to assent to the Claytoii-Bul- 
wer treaty not distinctly expressed in the in- 
strument, but inferable from every line of it 
was tlie expected aid of British capital in the 
construction of the ^Nicaragua canal. That 
expectation has not been realized, and the 
changed condition of this country since 1850 
has diminished, if it has not entirely removed 
from consideration, auy advantage to "be de- 
nved. from that source. Whenever, hi the 
judgment of the United States government, 
the time shall be auspicious and the condition 
for the construction of the favorable canal, 
no aid will be needed outside of the resources 
of our government and people; and while 
foreign capital will always be welcomed and 
' never repelled, it can't henceforth enter as an 
essential fact in the determination of this 
problem. 


It is earnestly hoped by tlie president that 


the considerations you presented will have 
due weight and influence with her majesty's 
government, and that the modifications of the 
treaty desired by the United States will be 
conceded in the same friendly spirit in which 
they are asked. 


The following is a summary of tlie changes 


necessary to meet tlie views of this govern- 
llltillt • 


First, every part of the treaty which forbids 


tlie United States fortifying the canal and 
having political control of it in conjunction 
with the country in which it is located, to be 
cancelled. 


•Second; every part of the treaty in which 


Great Britain and the United States agree to 
make no acquisition of territory in Central 
America to remain in full force as in the 
original proposition. This-goverament would 
not admit that Great Britain and the United 
States should bo put on the same basis even 
negatively with respect to territorial acquisi- 
tion on the American continent, and would 
be unwilling to establish such precedent with- 
out full explanation; but the treaty contains 
that provision with respect to Central Ameri- 
ca, and if the United States should seek Its 
cancellation it might give rise to erroneous 
ami mischievous apprehensions among a peo- 
ple with whom this government desires to be 
on the most friendly terms. The United 
States has taken special occasion to assure 
Spanish-American republics to tlie south of 
us that we don't intend and don't desire to 
cioss their borders, or in. any way disturb 
their territorial integrity, and we shall not 
willingly incur the risk of misunderstanding 
by annulling clauses in the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty which forbid such a step with Central 
American acquisition. -Military aud naval 
stations necessary for the protection of the 
canal 
and voluntarily ceded the United 


States by the Central American states are not 
to be regarded as a violation of the provision 
contained in the foregoing. 


Third, the .Vflitecl States,will not oWeoii 
to walnlilntof ;.$o; CI»UBQ looklag to W 


establishment of a free port at eacli end of 
whatever canal may be constructed, if Eng- 
land desires it to bo retained. 


-Fourth, the clause in which the two gov- 


ernments agree and made treaty stipulations 
for a joint protectorate of whatever railway 
or canal might bo constructed at Tehnantepeo 
or Panama has never been perfected. 
No 


treaty stipulations have been proposed or 
suggested by either party, although citizens 
of the United States long since constructed a 
railway at Panama, and are now engaged in 
the same work at Tehuantepec. It is a fair 
presumption, in the judgment of the presi- 
dent, that this provision should be regarded 
annulled by non-action and common consent 
of the two governments. 


Fifth, -tho clause defining the distance 


from either end of tlie canal, where in time 
of war captures might be made by either 
belligerent on the high seas, was left incom- 
plete and the distance never determined. In 
the judgment of the president, speaking in 
the interests of peaceful commerce, this dis- 
tance should be made as liberal as possible, 
and might, with advantage, as a question re- 
lating to the high seas and common to all 
nations, be a matter of stipulation between 
tlie great powers of the world. 
In assuming 


as a necessity the political control of what- 
ever canal or canals may be constructed 
across the isthmus, the United States will act 
in harmony with governments within whose 
territories canals shall be located. 
Between 


the United States and other American-re- 
publics there can be no hostility, rib: jealomy, 
no rivalry, no distrust. Tins government en- 
tertains no design 
in connection with 


this

of the country to be directly and immediately 
affected. Nor does the United States seek 
any exclusive or narrow commercial advan- 
tage. It frankly agrees and will by public 
proclamation declare at the proper time, in 
conjunction with the republic on whose soil 
the canal may be located, that the same 
rights and privileges, the same tolls and obli- 


lute impartiality to the merchant marine of- 
ever}' nation on the globe; and equally in 
time of peace the harmless use of the canal 
shall be freely granted war vessels of either 
nation. In time of war, aside from the de- 
fensive use to be made of it by the country 
in which it is constructed and by the United 
States, the canal shall be impartially closed 
against war vessels of all belligerents. Its 
desire and determination is that the canal 
shall be used only for the development arid 
increase of peaceful commerce among all 
nations, and shall not be considered a strat- 
egic point in warfare, which may tempt ag- 
gressions of belligerents or be seized under* 
compulsions of military necessity by any of 
tlie 
great 
powers 
that 
ally 
have 


contests in which the United States has no 
state arid will take no part. If it be asked 
why the United States objects to assent to a 
European guarantee to the terms of neutrali- 
ty for the operation of the canal my answer 
is that the right to assent implies the right to 
dissent and thus the whole question would be 
thrown open for contention as an interna- 
tional issue. It is the fixed purpose of the 
United States to confine it strictly and solely 
as an American question to be dealt with aud 
decided by American governments. 


In presenting the views contained herein to 


Lord Granville you will take occasion to say 
:hat the government of the United States 
seeks this particular time for discussion as 
most opportune and auspicious." At no period 
since the peace ot 1784 have the relations be- 
tween the British and American governments 
been so cordial and friendly as now and 1 am 
sure her maiesty's government will find in 
tlie views now suggested and the propositions 
now submitted additional evidence of the 
desire of the government to remove -all possi- 
ble grounds of controversy between the two 
nations which have so many reasons foran hon- 
orable arid lasting peace.Yo.u will at the earliest 
opportunity acquaint Lord Granville with the 
purpose of the United States touching tlie 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and in your own way 
you will impress him fully with the views of 
your government. I refrain from directing 
that a copy of this instruction be left with his 
lordship because in reviewing the cose I have 
necessarily been compelled in drasving illus- 
trations from British policy to indulge some- 
what freely in "argumentum ad hominem." 
This course of reasoning in instructions to our 
own ministers is altogether legitimate and 
pertinent, and yet might seem discourteous 
if addressed directly tc the British govern- 
ment. You may deem It, expedient to make 
this explanation to Lord Granville. If, after- 
wards, he shall desire a copy of this instruc- 
tion, you will of course furnish it.
